In 
view of the advantages of ter- 
rain which the Germans had 
acquired as a result of their 
offensive, this would have been 
an extremely expensive opera- 
tion to have attempted. 
CROSSING SKILLFUL. 


But situation on. the 
western leg of the salient was 
such that there was grave dan- 
ser of the Germans having to 
face a hurried retreat, in which 
case, having to cross a river un- 
der fire with no other means 
than pontoon bridges would 
have surely been accompanied 
by disaster. It was entirely the 
threat to their rear that made 
the move a necessity. As to 
this retreat it may be said that 
it was conducted with great ex- 
pedition and skill. and for the 
most part appears to have been 
unobserved. The Germans 
seem to have gotten away 
clean, with “small losses and 
with but little sacrifice of ma- 
tertal. 

This first move, however. 
proved to be the forerunner of 
a much more extended retreat. 
The American forces who were 
holding the German front 
about Chateau Thierry pressed 
the Germans hard as soon as 
they found out the retreat had 
taken place.

PARIS, July’ 27. — Further ad- 
vances were scored by the French 
last night in the region immediate- 
ly to the north of the Marne in the 
district where the Germans have 
heen cHnging to the river. The War 
Offiee announced today that the 
Yrench lines were advanced to the 
north of Fort-a-Binson. 

On the Champagne front the 
French carried out a leeal operation 
in the region south of the mountain 
without a name, as a resuit of which 
their lines were advanced nearly 
two-thirds of a mile on a front of 
approximately two miles.

CRUITING TREATIES TO BE 
EXCHANGED TUBNSDAY.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Ratifi- 
cations of the British and Canadian 
recruiting treaties with the United 
States will be exchanged in London 
next Tuesday. From July 31 to Sep- 
tember 28, both inclusive, British 
subjects in the United States, includ- 
ing declarants who are at present at 
draft age, have their last chance of 
enlisting, if they wieh, in the British 
and Canadian armies. After Sep- 
tember 28 they become liable to 
compulsory service, under the draft 
law, in the United States Army.

MILITARY SITUATION. 


(Continued from First Page.) _ 


Just at the bend tn the railroad 
is Fere, a village of consider- 
able size. From Fere runs not 
only the railroad, but an excel- 
lent system of highways, which 
spread out to the south fanwise, 
-tapping the various points on 
the southern front of the sali- 
ent. There is no other distrib- 
uting point for supplies for 
miles, so that Fere may be said 
to control the destinies of the 
greater part of the Germans 
who are defending their posi- 
tions. 

Foch's efforts along the 
Oureq met with considerable 
success until the Soissons- 
Chateau Thierry highway was 
reached. But at the point 
where the river crossed the 
road he was held up. The 
Germans holding the northern 
or tnterior side of this angle 
held verv high ground, which 
‘gave them great advantage in 
defense. The French struck this 
high ground and, unable te 
take it. swung around on both 
sides, the advance on the north 
@eing very minor in character 
and of but little tmportance, 
while on the south thev were 
able to advance considerably 
along the southern bank of the 
river. 5 

The point of hold-up on the 
north was Oulchy-le-Chateau, 
to which the Germans clung te- 
naciously. The advance on the 


south bank, however, threw the . 


French forces well to the rear. 
of the before Oulchy, 
‘so that this eventually had to be 
given up. 


PRESSED RY AMERICANS. 


While all of this was going 
on the American forces were 
clearing the north bank of the 
Marne of German forces and 
were pushing their way steadily 
northward through the forests 
which line the northern bank of 
the river. The Germans here, 
judging from the rapidity of the 
Allied advance, seemed to 
fighting a rear-guard action. 
Their main body was making 
every possible effort to escape 

' from the pincers which Foch's 
strategy was closing about 
them, and were depending up- 
on the rear guard to prevent the 
American troops from  over- 
whelming them before they 
could make good their retreat. 
Finally the Americans had made 
an advance of nearly ten miles 
and had brought Fere under 
close artillery fire, at a range 
of not more than three miles. 

But it is to be noticed that 
the Germans were retiring along 

Wine parallel to their main 
line of communications, thus 
exposing this line to attack only 
after they had passed it. The 
result has been that apparently 
the bulk of the German forces 
have made good their retreat. 
By this is meant the bulk of the 
forces on the western leg of the 
salient. Those on the eastern 
side have yet to move. 

In other words, to understand 
just what is happening, if we 
take a rubber band and fasten 
one end of it at Verneuil on the 
Marne and the other at Oulchy- 
le-Chateau, and draw this band 
‘toward Fere, we will have a 
very good idea of just the form 
the battle line is taking. 

SITUATION SIZED UP. 


It is not altogether apparent 
that it is the German intention 
to retire from the entire salient. 
From the Ourcq to Soissons the 
line seems to be very strongly 
bolstered up, so that. the 
chances of breaking it would , 
appear small. The eastern sa- - 
lient, in spite of small gains 
which have been. recorded, 
would appear to be solid. 

Furthermore, no attempt has 
apparently been made west of 
Verneull to clear the northern 
bank of the Marne, indicating 
that either because it is too 
strong or for reasons of his own, 
Foch desires to let this part of 
the front alone. The former is 
probably the correct theory, as 
just north of the Marne here 
the country is very rough and 
high and is heavily wooded, 
lending itself to the strongest 
ort of defense. 

. On the other hand, west of 
Verneull the Germans are re- 
tiring freely, with no apparent 
effort to make a positive stand. 

The probabilities are, then, 
that they are merely delaying 
the advance, giving the forces 
behind the opportunity of pre- 
paring positions somewhere in 
the rear. These positions may 
prove to be on & line from 
Verneuil through Courmont to 
Fere, the ground along this.

But 
even with this line established 
in such a way that the Allies 
cannot break. it, the Germans 
will find great difficulty in feed- 
ing and supplying their forces, 
due to the paucity of communl- 
cations, so that as a result of 
the offensive Foch will hold 
still a dominating advantage. —

BATTLE SUMMARY 


UP TO BEGINNING OF RETREAT 
[Undated War Resume by the Associated Presa. } 


The battle between  Sois- 
sons an@ Rheims, said by eye- 
witnesseg to be the greatest of 


the war”"on the western front, 


seems to have been fought with 


such ferocity that beth sides 
are, for the moment, apparent- 
ly exhausted. 

Since the French and Ameri- 
cans struck the German lines 
from Fontenoy to Belleau a 
week ago last Thursday, the 
Germans have been forced to 
reform their lines and peur into 
the salient south of the Vesle 
River many divisions of fresh 
troops which were probably in- 
tended for use elsewhere along 
the front. The effort of the 
enemy to stabilize his lines has 
brought about what, for the time 
being, is a virtual deadlock, but 
over the skuation there hangs 
at all times @ possibility, and a 
probability, that some new 
stroke would be struck by 
either side. 

So far as. shown by official 
statements, the Allie# 
pushed:the Germans south of 
Soissons, back to an extreme 
depth of over eleven miles, 
Oulchy-le-Chateau being the 
point of deepest penetration. 
The Germans have held their 
ground on the north side of the 
Marne along most of the line 
from’ Dormans, east to Reuil, 
and only here and there have 
yielded ground between the 
Marne and Rheims. 


THE PRESENT LINE. 


The line, as it stands at pres- 
ent, starts from Fontenoy on 
the Aisne, and runs southeast- 
wardly through Pernant to Mon- 
tagne de Paris, on the hills 
overlooking Soissons. At that 
point it turns south and pasees 


through Cournelles, Berzy, 
Villemontotre, Hartennes-et- 
Taux, Le Plessier Heleu And 


Oulchy-le-Ville. There it turns 
to the southeast and runs east 
of Oulchy-le-Chateau and Ar- 
meptieres and passes through 
the northern edges of Tornelies, 
Ila Fere and Ritz forest, and 
reaches the Marne near Dor- 
mans. From Dormans it fol- 
lows the north bank of the 
river to near Reuil and then 
turns to the northeast and 
passes through the Roi and 
@ourton woods, continues 
through the line of Bouilly, 8t. 
Euphraise and Crigny and joins 
the o!d battle Une near Coulom- 
mes ia Montagne. 

The principal fighting of the 
past few days has taken place 
along the QOulchy-le-Chateau, 
Villemontotre and the Bouilly 
sectors. At Villemontoire the 
Allies succeeded in pushing 
ahead slightly and near Bouilly 
the British on Thursday béeran 
an attack that promised well, 
but it was stopped and the 
British are driven back slight- 
ly from their advanced posi- 
tions, 

The fighting at Oulchy-le- 
Chateau and to the southeast 
through the wooded country has 
been steady and the Germans 
have beeh compelled to give 
ground, but it has been a slow 
process that the Allies have 
carried on in turning the enemy 
out Of this section and forcing 
them to withdraw toward Fere- 
en-Tardenois. 

DISCOMFORT WITHLN. 

The situation on the interior 
of the German salient must be 
uncomfortable for the enemy. 
Long-range guns 
of the Allies are sweeping near- 
ly every part of the satlent and 
this fire is doubly 
that portion of the German po- 
sition which is within range of 
the medium-calibered cannon. 
There is, however, little to justi- 
fy the belief that the Germans 


are in serious straits, or that 
their retreat is being unduly 
hurried. There have been, 


moreover, indications that the 
Germans may decide not to re- 
treat out of the salient, Dut will 


to hold it indefinitely, 


A new German offensive 
against some other section of 
the line, for the purpose of re- 
lieving the pressure on the 
Crown Prince's armies north of 
the Marne, is expected -Dy some 
military experts, but it had not 
developed as yet. 

It appears to be the consensus 
of opinion-that the German at- 
tack, when it comes, will be 
launched against the British 
fronts in Picardy or Flanders. 

In Albania the French and 
Italian offensive has slowed 
down considerably, but is still 
making ground around the right 
wing of the Teutonic armies in 
Macedonia. They have not as 
yet reached a point where they 
can menace the Austrian and 
Bulgarian positions further east. 

Shifting their blows to the 
southern are of the sector be- 
tween Soissons and Rheims, the 
French have struck the Ger- 
man line north of Port-a-Bin- 
son, on the north side of the 
Marne and about a mile south 
‘of Chatillon. It is officially re- 
ported. from Paris that the 
French lines were advancing at 
that point. 

Further east on the Cham- 
pagne sector the troops of Gen. 
Gouraud, south of Montagne- 
sans-Nom, have pressed forward 
over a front a half-mile long 
to almost two miles long. 

The advance east of Rheims 
was seemingly for the purpose 
of restoring the Allied line. The 
attack at Port-a-Binson, how- 
ever, had another object. Ger- 
man troops Were reported early 
in the week at Marfaux and 
Pourcy, nertheast of Chatillon, 
and south of the western spurs 


of Rheims Mountain. A consid- 
erable success near Chatillon 
would put them in ai pocket 


within the larger pocket. 

Northwest of Port-a-Binson 
the Germans hold the north 
bank of the Marne for a consid- 
erable distance and the French 
apparently have struck at the 
angle between the German line 
along the river and that from 
the Marne toward Rheims. 

The latest estimate of Ger- 
man prisoners taken since July 
18 is 30,000. 

British airmen in the past 
week have accounted for ninety- 
one enemy machines, while los- 
ing fifty-one. Long-distance 
raiding was the greatest dur- 
ing the ‘war. Twenty-five in- 
cursions into Germany were 
made and 154 tens of bombs 
dropped. Zeebrugge and Os- 
tend also Were bombed. 

Further complications have 
arisen in the Siberian situation.

THOMAS MOONEY. 
GIVEN REPRIEVE 


Governor Delays Execution of 
Convicted Slayer. 


Postponement Granted to Per- 
mit Study of Case. 


Action Scored by Attorney 
Who Obtained Verdict.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27,—“Had 
I been Governor I would have met 
the issue irrespective of political or 
personal conséquences,” Dist.-Atty. 
Charlies Fickert said today. in 
commenting on the reprieve of 
Thomas J. Mooney. 

“So far as the mectings on behalf 
of Mooney are concerned, they are 
an appeal to ignorance and a chal- 
lenge to fear,” he continued. “I 


have performed my sworn duty to 
the people of California. I have 
kept the promisc made to Mrs. Van 
Loo when she was dying that I 
would huut down and punish those 
responsible for her suffering.” 


Thomas J. Mooney, in “death 
row” at San Quentin -prison undet 
fentence to be hanged for murder 
in connection with a bomb explo- 
Paton during a preparedness parade in 
San Francisco in 1916, will not be 
executed August 23, next, as decreed 
by court. Gov, Stephens, in whose 
hands the fate of Mooney frested 
froin the time the State Supreme 
Court for the second time denied his 
motion for a new trial, yesterday 
announced here he would grant a 
reprieve which ‘would act as a stay 
of execution until December 13, 
1918, 


The Governor said it would re- 


Lquire all of his time between now 


and December 128 to examine the 
mass of court records and briefs in 
the case. Although the formal judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court has not 
been handed down, Gov. Stephens 
said he announced his intention of 
granting Mooney a reprieve at this 
time in order that persons through- 
wut the country might be assured the 
case would be given the fullest con- 
sideration by the executive and ju- 
dicial branches of the State gov- 
ernment. 
GOVERNOR'S STATEMENT. 


Gov. Stephens'’s formal announce- 
ment follows: 

“IT have deéided to grant a re- 
prieve to Thomas J. Mooney, which 
will operate as a stay of execution 
until December 13, 1918. 

“It is true that the Mooney case 
is still in the Supreme Court of Cal- 
ifornia, but I take this action at this 


} time in order that all persons in this 


State and elsewhere throughout the 
United States may be assured that 
the fullest consideration will be giv- 
en to this case by the. executive and 
the judicial branch of the govern- 
ment of California. 

“The Mooney case has been in the 
courts of this State for more than 
two years. The records and briefs 
are voluminous. I will require all 
of the time between now and the 
13th day of December to give to this 


matter that careful @onsideration 
which justice, both to: Thomas J. 
Mooney and the people, demands

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27.— 
Mooney was to have been hanged 
August 23, He was sentenced to death 
February 24, 1917, for the murder 
of Mrs. Myrtle frene Van Loo of 
Merced, Cal., who was killed by a 
bomb explosion here in a prepared- 
ness day parade July 22, 1916. Nine 
other persons lost their lives and 
forty were injured. 

President Wilson, after receiving 
a report on the case from the War 
Labor Policies Board, communicated 
twice with Gov. Stephens. The sec- 
ond communication, it was ane 
nounced from Washington, urged 
another trial for Mooney, against 
whom seven other indictments for 
murder are pending. The precise 
nature of the first was not an- 
nounced.

Stephens has an-« 
nounced that he would take cogni- 
zance of the case when the courts 
had finished with the labyrinth of 
motions and appeals connected with 
it. A second appeal to the State 
Supreme Court was dented July 22, 
1918, two years to day from the 
date of the explosion.

Moonéy’s case early assumed in- 
ternational aspects.

Foch dare not. rush too many 
men to the Rhetms-Soissons battle 
because it would weaken his abil- 
ity to stop a German offensive 
somewhere else. In other words, 
should he take men away from the 
line farther north, Crown Prince 
Ruppfrecht might go whooping 
through the line at Amiens or Al» 
bert. 

Exactly the same situation grips 
the Germans. Should the Crown 
Prince Rupprecht rush any great 
mass of reserves to the relief of the 
Crown Prince of Germany, it would 
weaken his power to resist a pos- 
sible British advance to the north. 

We must recognize, however, 
that this restriction Hes somewhat 
more heavily upon the Allies than 
upon the Germans. 


ONE MISTAKE FATAL. 

The Allies are back so close to 
the vital positions of their line that 
one serious mistake would be fatal. 
The Germans, on the other hand, 
could give ground for a long way 
back of their present line before 
we captured anything that would 
seriously cripple their ability § te 
make war. 

In this stage of the fighting, we 
are matching our delicate physical 
position against their delicate moral 
position. 

predominance of the Allies 
in resources is so tremendous that 
the spirit of our people could stand 
many defeats without faltering. In 
fact a bitter defeat would only in- 
crease the rage and determination 
of the American people. Every bad 
defeat is poison to the disheartened 
‘German public on the other hand.

You 
can imagine what it would be like 
to assemble 140 Camp Kearnys! The 
actual area of ground covered by 
the troop@ concentrated back of the 
selected point must have been tre- 
mendous. It was like assembling a 
smell nation.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—The 
food situation between Germany and 
Russia has reached an acute stag, 
according to advices received today 
at the State Department.

LONDON, July 27.—Dr. He ich, 
the newly appointed Germah Am- 
bassador to Ruasia, started for Mos- 
cow Friday, eccording to an Ex- 
change Telegraph dispateh from 
Amsterdam. On the same train 
went a battalion of German soldiers. 

The family of Nicholas Romanoff, 
the former Ruésian Imperor, is safe 
in a Siberian monastery at Abalak, 
according to a Central News dis- 
patch from Amsterdam.

FRENCH ARMY MEN IN 
AUTO ACCIDENT DEAD.

French officers, Lieut. Jegou and 
Lieut.

American army were killed last

Herbert was an 
instructor In light fleld artillery and 
Lieut.

Their car ran into the flooded 
stream south of Silver City on the 
road between Tyronne and Deming. 
The car was carried downstream 
thirty yards and dropped into the 
canyon upside down. 
Lieuts. Herbert and Jegou were 
found later, buried in the sand.

NO MORE AMERICANS. 


No additional American forces 
have been thrown into the Aisne- 
Marne battle as yet, he says, al- 
though he announced the formation 
of two additional American army 
corps.

The distance across from 
the lines at Soissons to those 
néar Rheims is exactly as.it was 
when our counter-offensive be- 
gan. 

GERMAN MOVEMENT. 

“The general driving back of 
the German forces has been 
toward the center of the salient. 
The falling back has been on a 
line which remains approxi- 
mately perpendicular to their 
line through Fere-en-Tardenois. 
There have been local attacks 
by the Germans, particularly at 
Grisolles against the French and 
at Epieds against the United 
States forces. Epieds was taken 
and retaken by our ferces and 
the Germans four times, by suc- 
cessive counter-attacks, but it 
finally remained in American 
hands and while it delxyed their 
advance there, it only delayed 
it; we are g0ing forward 
steadily. 

“On the Marne, east of Dor- 
mans, the progress of the Al- 
lied forces has been difficult 
because the terrain there is 
very difficult. The hills are 
precipitous and the country is 
very heavily wooded. The 
enemy's left flank southwest of 
Rheims has been the scene of 
a very dashing little advance by 
British reinforcements who went 
forward one and a half miles on 
a four-mile front. This advance 
js a marked source of danger 
for the enemy, as. of course, 
there is a chance of his getting 
his troops farther south in a 
pocket, and we already find that 
the French at that point are be- 
Sinning to advance. 

LINE SHORTENED. 

“The original line held by the 
Allies before this big move- 
ment began was. seventy-four 
miles long. The present line, 
on which the Germans are fall- 
ing back is sixty-four miles 
long. The frent has been re- 
duced ten miles. 

“The area won by the Allies 
in this counter-offensive more 
than equals that won by the 
enemy in Flanders to which I 
referred last Saturday. 

“Our lines have now reached 
within three and a half miles 
of Fere-en-Tardenois, which has 
a Big German supply depot 
right near there, and which af- 
forded, of course, a means of 
getting supplies in and out. That 
point has been continuously and 
heavily shelled. 

“The nearest point of the 
German line from Paris is now 
forty-nine miles. The former 
distance was thirty-eight miles: 
they have been driven back 
eleven miles. 

OUR MEN TO ITALY. 


“During the lg@t few days 
American combatant troops be- 
gan to arrive in Italy. The num- 
bers and the place where they 
aré to be used have not yet 
been communicated to us. This 
is in addition to the force I an- 
nounced before of hospital and 
supply troops sent from the 
United States.” 

Gen. March then told of the 
organization of the two addi- 
tional army corps, giving the 
divisions composing them, 
also detailed the units com- 
posing the first four Regular 
Army divisions, which are now 
engaged in the fighting. He also 
gave the location of the Thirty- 
second Division and said he had 
no report on the Thirty-fourth 
Division, about which he had 
been asked, and announced the 
new assignment for -~Gen.

THREE DEAD BY 
GAS POISONING. 


Invalid Girl Innocent Victim 
of Mother’s Suicide. 


Woman Believed Despondent 
Over Daughter. 


Former School Teacher Also 
Takes His Life. 


Three persons died yesterday as 
the result of suicidal plans in which 
only two of them played a part. The 
third, an invalid girl of 18, was the 


helpless victirn and cause of the 
tragedy that claimed her own life 
and that of her mother. All died of 
gas pcelsoning. 

The dbuble tragedy, which the po- 
lice called murder and suicide, oc- 
curred at the home of O. E. Buser, 
No. 1841 Roberts avenue. When the 
husband and father returned home 
shortiy after noon, he found his 
. ife, Mrs. Agnes Buser, 42 years old, 

d daughter, Ruth, 18 years old, 
© dretehed out side by side on the 
bed. A gas fet in the recom was 
turned on, and every door and win- 
dow in the house closed. The only 
note left was addressed to a friend 
of Mrs. Buser, and did not mention 
the suicide nor the causes that 
prompted it. 

The younger woman played no 

fart in the planring of the act, and 
rabbis never realized what her 
mother was about to do, or became 
aware of death’s presence. She was 
an Invalid since childhood, with a 
mental disorder that left her men- 
tality undeveloped from the age of 
3, the grief-stricl:en father tcid the 
police. 

From information given by the 
father and relatives of the dead 
women, the police believe Mrs. 
Fuser became despondent over the 
cendition of her daughter and de- 
cided to end their lives. She had 
been known to say that some day 
she planned tc end the seffering of 
herself and Ruth by committing sui- 
cide and taking the child with her. 

Yesterday Mr. Buser left the 
house before 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. His wife and daughter re- 
mained at home, and only a few 
houses away, at No. 1857 Roberts 
avenue, Mrs. Fred C. McAdams, sis- 
ter of Mrs. Buser, was at work. 

There was not the Slightest warn- 
ing of the tragedy until Mr. Buser 
«ntered the house. When the pc- 
lice ambulance with a pulmotor ar- 
rived, both mother and daughter 
were dead. 

The two bodles were taken to the 
W. A, Brown undertaking parlors to 
await the inquest. The 
police hold that Miss Buser could 
nct be classed ag a suicide because 
of her mental condition, which, they 
®ay, wis. such that the girl could 
not hav@ intelligently contemplated 
suicide or be responsible for the act.

Lieutenant Writes Mother | 


Now Living Here. 
Made Officer in Field | for 
His Gallantry. 


Led Men “Over T. op” When 
Leaders Were Killed. 


Deputy United States Marshal 
Bell yesterday received a letter from 
his nephew, Lieut. W. H. Deo of the 
Royal Canadians, who has just been 
commissicned following his gallant 
action in assuming command of a 
company .in which all of the senior 
noncommissicned and commissioned 
officers had been killed. 

Last fall the Canadian contingent 
went into action at the Passchendaele 


Ridge, and Lieut. Dec was- very 
much in that famous victory. “You 
see,” writes Deo to his uncle, “my

You probably 
remember about reading of the Ca- 
nadians in that fight. All my of- 
ticers (I was only a sergeant at that

On cur going into 
the fight he was killed within the 
first ten minutes. Soon I was the 
senior N.C.O. in the company. 
“Then of course, I had to take 
charge. Well, we fought for three 


days and nights until we were re- 
lieved, and I brought what was left 
line 
(which was not much) all O.K. 
Abcut a week after that I was called 
to brigade headquarters, and my 
weneral told me that I had been 
a commission on the field.

BIG WIRE BOSS. 


'Federal Control will Begin 


Wednesday Midnight. 


No Shifting of Employees is | 


Expected Here. 


Work of Recent Big Tele- 
phone Merger Recalled. 


At midnight next Wednesday, 
Postmaster-General Burleson will 
become the “Big Boss” for the 1590 
telephone employees and more than 
300 commercial telegraph operators 


ot Los Angeles. At that instant the 


government will take over the tele- 
graph and telephone lines of the 
United States. 

Naturally, a change from private 


control to government control of 


such vast systems as the telephone 


and telegraph lines of the country, 


if one that catises nore or less un- 
easiness among the thousands of 


employees. But President Wilson's 
prociamation pro’ides that until the 


Postmaster-General directs other- 
wise, the present managements shall 


continue—and that. of course, means. 


there will be no changes in the per- 
sonnel that will be disturbing. 

This proclamation provides that 
the Postmaster-General, if he ‘so 
elects, may administer the lings 
through the owners’ inanagers, 
boards of directors or receivers. 


Postmaster-General Burleson, in his 
statement to the public following the 


proclamation, indicates that no rad- 

ical changes in the personne] of the 

operating forces may be expected. 
‘NO “SHIFTING” LIKELY. 

“It will be the purpose of the 
Postoffice Department te broaden 
the use of the service at the least 
cost to the people, keeping in mind 
that a high standard of é¢fficiency 
must be maintained,” he said. This, 
naturally, could not be expected

In this same connection, Postmas- 
ter-General Burleson says: 

“Under the President's order. 
conditions are changed and greater 
opportunity is afforded to effect 
improvements and economies, and 
a lerger use by the peop'e of the 
facilities, which have become anh 
imperative meed in their everyday 
Whenever it is neces- 
sary to inaugurate any changes in 
policy, announcement of such will 
be made through the Postmaster- 
General.”

presented so many interesting phases 
that it has been closely watched by 
engineers all over the United States. 

Both systems were kept in full 
gees during the entire peried 
of the physical merging—the extent 
of which work may be judged from 
the fact that as many as fifty men 
had been at work in one exchange 
alone for many months, and there 
are twenty-two exchanges in Los 
Angeles. 

Only those who have studied the 
subject can comprehend the task 
which Mr. Mason & sSuccesa- 
fully conducted in’ th physteal 
merging, and the vast labors in- 
volved in the consolidation of the 
cther details of business for the twuo 
systems. 

LOCAL SITUATION. 

As it has been demonstrated, in 
the government handling of the 
railroads, that there is no intention 
to makes changes in the personnel 
of directing forces when their serv- 
jees hate been shown to be efficient, 
the Los Angeles public may reason- 
ably expect that Mr. Mason will be 
continued as the general manager 
of ite telephone systems when they 
pas@w under government control. 

Mr. Magon has been a well-known 
figure in Lose Angeles for the last 
eight years, when he came to enter 
the-telephone service here. His con- 
stant work for the betterment of 
service has brought about notable 
improvements in the “talk-lines” of 
this city, and his ability to handle 
big projects has been thoroughly 
demonstrated ir the merger of lines 
only recently completed. 

Mr. Mason says that just what ef- 
fect the government conirol inay 
have on him personally he does not, 
of course. know, but that he has 
devoted years of study and work to 
telephone and telegraph service, and 
that if the government needs him, 


‘he is ready to fill any place to which

ENROLLMENT PLAN. 
The enrollment can be either fcr 
the civilian or for the army hospital 
training. Women will be placed in 


the preferred class who will eccept 
assignments until April 1, 1919, to 
nurses’ training schools, or to 08 A 
flan or army hospitals, or who desire 
to beccme candidates for army nurs- 
ing schools. Those signing a lim- 
ited pledge of service, or who will 
accept assignments only to certain 
hospitals are to be placed on the 
deferred list, The enrollment cards 
will ge gent from Washington, and 
when filled out are to be retained 
as a permanent record. On enroll- 
ment each applicant will be given 
an application blank, which when in 
turn filled out and filed in Washing- 
ton, the candidate will receive noti- 
fication from Washington of her en- 
rollment in the nurse reserve. 

Statements from Washington have 
been made to the effect that a short- 
age cf nurses is being felt through- 
out the country. There are at pres- 
ent 1579 nurses’ training schools in 
the United States, whose need, it is 
| stated, are as imperative as that 
| of the Army School of Nursing. The 
earning capacity of an army or 4 
private-duty nurse, it is announced, 
varies from $100 to $300 a month. 

PRESSING DEMANDS. 

Follcowing is a staternent issued by 
the Committee on Nursing of the 
Red Cross as to the need of the gov- 
fernment for a nursing army: 
| “American nurses have pledged 
itheir forces to the uttermost, and 
| there is little question that the Red 
Cross will soon double its present

HE WINGS OF OUR WAR. 

Only a short time ago the Ameri¢., 
people; was a little troubled in its mind 
as to whether the government could pro- 
duce ships fast enough to meet the war 
needs of the nation. At that time, too, a 
great deal of dissatisfaction was expressed 
over what was then described as the fail- 
ure of our airplane programme. Charles 
M. Schwab took in hand the problem of 
national shipbuilding, and no thinking per- 
son today has any qualms about our ability 
to carry men and munitions and supplies 
from the United States to the war front in 
France. John D. Ryan, at the request of 
the President, stepped in to straighten out 
the apparent confusion in the aviation 
branch of the service. That our airplane 
programme is now keeping pace with our 
other war industries is clear to all who 
take the trouble to investigate the results. 

The Liberty motor has come in for a 
share of hostile criticism in the past that 
only adds to its present prestige and proves 


the folly of snap judgments and premature 


conclusions. In their determination~ to 
make this American air motor as nearly 
perfect as possible our experts took great 
pains in experiments and tests and altera- 
tions which to the public appeared to be 
a waste of valuable time. But the final 
status of the Liberty motor tells how well 
that time was being spent.

An enthusiasm to give Uncle Sam lead- 
ing place as an air fighter in the great tus- 
sle of war planes has spread to the spruce 
workers on the Pacific Coast.

If the war could be won by the ability of 
American business and mechanical genius 
to provide war planes in sufficient quanti- 
tles to bomb the Hun out of his last ditch 
of refuge we covld figure fairly accurately 
as to the date of that much-disputed and 
desirable finish. Too extravagant specula- 
tion on the theoretical power of airplanes 


heavens caused much of the dissat- 
isfaction at first expressed on the 
tardiness of the government's prep- 
arations for overwhelming the Hun 
with this swift poetic justice. To 
fly twenty thousand American planes 
over the German lines within a year 
of the war declaration was an in- 
spiring but utterly fantastic vision. 
We can today figure definitely on the 
time when our factories will have 
passed the twenty-thousand mark in 
airplane production. After that we 
have to consider the human ele- 
ment—these twenty thousand war- 
planes call for‘an army of picked 
and trained aviators and pilots and 
a still larger army of skilled me- 
chanics, 

With the machine power guaran- 
teed, no one doubts the quantity or 
the quality of the American man 
power. But the special and exact 
training required and the rare phys- 
ical and mental qualities to be sharp- 
ened and tempered in every individ- 
ual of this great aviator army are 
also time checks on the speedy an- 
nihilation of the Prussian square- 
heads by the American knights of 
the flying squadron of the skies. Our 
country, we know, abounds in the 
indomitable spirit of Maj. Raoul Luf- 
bery and Quentin Roosevelt; we 
know for every American aviator 
that falls in this most gallant of serv- 
ices a dozen willing patriots will 
spring to fill the vacant place. As 
We can count on any number of air- 
planes that the required Hun defeat 
may demand, so we can be certain 
that for every airplane furnished 
American aviators will be forthcom- 
ing. 

But there is still another phase of 
this job of smashing Germany with 
war planes. At present there isn't 
enough level land behind the French 
lines from which twenty thousand 
airplanes could get a start for Ger- 
many or Make a landing on their 
return. Few civilians give a thought 
to this detail when they talk so glib- 
ly of darkening the skies of the Fa- 
therland with American airplanes. 
We have everything, or we can make 
everything. necessary for the enter- 
prise, except the graded and leveled- 
off fields in France to enable the 
American air fleet to get a running 
start. Only a specialist in aeronaut- 
ics understands the importance of 
this item or can appreciate the pro- 
digious amount of labor it entails.

SAN DIEGO SARDINES 
TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


DIFFERENCE IN QUALITY OF 
FISH CAUGHT INSIDE AND 
OUTSIDE HARBOR. 


To investigate a peculiarly wide 
range in the quality of San Diego 
sardines, the State Fish and Game 
Commission's boat Albicore left the 
local harbor a few days ago with a 
party of experts who will make a 
study of the fish caught inside and 
outside San Diego harbor. | 

For several months the quality of 
the sardines caught off the Coronado 
flats inside the harbor at San Diego 
has been very poor, while those 
caught just outside the harbor have 


been of excellent quality. This dis- 
crepancy in the fish has been puz- 
zling as well as a serious handicap 
to the canneries. To all appearances 
the fish brought in are the same, 
but those caught inside the harbor 
become soft quickly and the can- 
neries often have to discard large 
quantities of them. 

Capt. H. B. Nidever of the com- 
mercial fisheries department will 
conduct the experiments. Careful 
studies of the fish and their food 
will be made te determine if pos- 
sible the reason why there is such 
a difference in quality. The tides 
will also be investigated to see if 
they are responsible. 

Unless a remedy can be found for 
this condition, it is probable that 
the canners will insist that the fish- 
ermen at the southern port forsake 
the Coronado flats with their nets 
and go outside the harbor for all fish 
used for canning. 


RAFAEL GARCIA FREED. 


The charge of violating the 
Espionage Act made against Rafael 
Garcia was dismissed by United 
States Commissioner Long vester- 
day.

Badget Asking Increase for City 
Institutions will be Consid-

The Supervisors tomorrow will 
consider the city school budget ask- 
ing an increase of $700,000 for 
school purposes, which means an 
increased tax rate of 12 cents, and 
will Incidentally fix, it is said, the 
county tax rate for general pur- 
poses.

sausage balloon. The chauffeur, in 
attempting to a dodge a shell hole, 
skidded into a ditch. After fifty- 
seven shells had landed within a 
radius of 300 yards, he abandoned 
the attempt to rescue the truck. In 
the evening Col. Barker,' command- 
ing the Salvation Army forces, with 
two of his men and four regulars, 
renewed the attempt. They were de- 
tected by the Germans and the shell- 
ing started again. When volunteers 
were called for today to make an- 
other effort to rescue the wagon, 
the entire regiment responded, and 
the wagon and all its contents were 
restored.”’

incorporated the abridgment of a 
yet earlier history.

Lehi’s family was joined by 
members of other families. In time 
the travelers reached the Arabian Sea, 
and there they built a ship in which 
they were carried by wind and current 
to the American shore. 

The colonists multiplied and pros- 
pered. After a few years, however, 
open disruption occurred and the peo- 
ple divided into factions, known as Ne- 
phites and Lamanites. In time these 

rties developed into powerful nations. 

he Lamanites maintained bitter ha- 
tred toward their brethren, and deadly 
hostilfty prevailed throughout the 
greater part of the period of Book of 
Mormon history. While *the Nephites 
were [ndustrious and progressive, cul- 


iivating the soil and building great 
cities tn South, Central and North 
Amertca. the Lamanites fell into de- 


generacy and came to rely almost en- 
tirely on hunting and warfare for sub- 
sistence. They were cursed of the 
Lord with a ruddy skin, and with this 
somber hue of body came darkness of 
mind. As the Book of Mormon plain- 
ly and circumstantially avers, the de- 
graded posterity of the ancient Lama- 
nites are the American Indians of to- 
day.

They started early in‘ 1918 
as merely a branch of the Engineer 
Corps, and today have a distinct or- 
ganization, with 15,000 enlisted men, 
many of them overseas. 

Lieut. G. G. Garland and Seret. J. 
Rodems have signed vp 122 men 
out cf 350 applicants for service with 
the tanks during the week they have 
been ne in Los Angeles at 
room Nb. 410 Herman W. Hellman 
Bullding, Fourth and Spring streets. 
They came to Los Angeles first on 
their Coast campaign for 1000 men 
because it was expected the response 
here would be enthusiastic enough 
to serve as an inspiration in the 
ncerthern cities. 

Los Angeles is asked for only 250 
men-—-—the same as San Francisco 
and Seattlé. There are still three 
days in which “honest-to-God” men 
who want to fight with as adven- 
turous and brave a class as has been 
brought together in any service may 
enlist with the Tankers, who “treat 
‘em rough.”

In this 
war in particular some antidote for 
the machine gun was required, for 
the Germans had learned a lesson 
from the Russo-Japanese War, and 
were plentifully supplied with ma- 
chine guns. Of course, great secrecy 
had to be maintained. The first bit 
cf camouflage used in connection 
with the manufacture of the ma- 
chines was the name, tank. They 
were called tanks so that not even 
the workingmen who were making 
them would know what they ‘were 
menufacturing, and the rumor was 
circulated that they were to be used 
in connection with the watering of 
our men in Egypt. J 

“Later, whey it became time to 
punch holes in their sides for the 
guns, ancther story had to be in- 
vented. It was then rumored that 
they were snow plows to be used in 
Russia, and°to carry out this decep- 
tion each tank was stencilled with 
a Petrograd address, and when the 
tanks were finally shipped it was 
generally believed that they were 
going to Petrograd.”

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
L NDON, July 25.—The American 
Chamber of Commerce in Londow 
is endeavoring to work out a prac- 
tical plan for the co-operation of 
American export firm for post-war 
activities so as to prevent a scram- 
ble for new business after the war. 

The London body has sent invi- 
tations to twenty of the leading for- 
eign trade organizations in America 
and eleewhere to send suggestions. 
From these it is hoped it may be 
possible to work out a composite 
method of developing American ex- 
port business. 

Officers of the chamber say this 
will comprise preaching to export- 


ing territory and of exporting goods 
for which there is the greatest need 
and for which there is the least 
competition. 

Since the American labor dele- 
gation visited England and France 
a desire has been expressed for the 
visit of a delegation of business men. 
Should this not be done during the 
war the American Chamber of Com- 
merce here proposes to have such 

hn interchange of ideas after the 
war.

ater. Here medical officers, the 
heads of government departments, 
Congressional committees, and even 
the Secretary of War, occasionally 
drop in and ask to see the pictures. 

One of these, which was being 
run off the other day for the bene- 
fit of some visitors, showed an op- 
eration on a young private for the 
removal of a hernia. In case you 
have never had one, you may not 
know that a hernia is a part of the 
intestines which has become 1loos- 
ened and projects through one's in- 
jner lining in an annoying manner, 
(eausing a large lump to appear on 
ithe smooth surface of the adbomen. 
Im this government film, which is 
of the “animated cartoon” kind, you 
are shown exactly how it happens. 
First, with a few broad strokes, the 
artist sketches an outline of the 
human form‘as it normally is. Next 
appears a sketch of the interior, 
showing the intestines, looking like 
colls of lead pipe, and intersected 
by arteries and blood vessels. Im- 
mediately one of these coils begirs 
to slip out of place and drop down 
a couple of inches—the hernia has 
occurred. Then the intestines fade 
out again, and the next picture 
shows you how the hernia looks on 
the outside. 

Comes now the operation. A 
knife suddenly floats into the pic- 
ture and makes an incision about 
an inch above the hernia, . being 
careful to avoid the main artery of 
the intestines and the larger blood 
vessels. Theincision is swathed 
with some sort of an antiseptic m'!x- 
ture by a hand that appears in the 
right-hand corner of the picture, 
while from all four corners appear 
animated forceps which seize tre 
skin about the incision and hold it 
firmly back. Again the hand ap- 
pears, this time with a peculiar in- 
strument resembling a nut pick, with 
which the recalcitrant intestine is 
captured and pushed back into place. 
The rest of the operation is finished 


in a few seconds by a needle and 


thread which float into the film and 
sew u the inner lining and the 
outsidé skin. At this point the real 
photograph of the private undergo- 
ing this operation is flashed on the 
sereen, showing him on the operat- 
ing table, with the doctor and nurse 
bending over him, and the young 
man himself grinning and giving a 
military salute. 

The energetic condifen of the pa- 
tient after this operation is ac- 
counted for by the fact that it has 
been performed with a local anesthe- 
tie and not ether. Since the war, 
German patent ,righta are. not ob- 
served in’ this country, and Ameri- 
can surgeons are now using the Ger- 
man local anesthetic, novocaine. with 
gratifying results.. In the middie of 
‘this operation, the young private 
smiled at his nurse and sai@: “I 
wonder what the folks:-in 'Frisco are 
doing now.” 

While the operation for hernia is 
a comparatively simple one, the 
value of such a picture showing a 
difficult operation may readily be 
‘seen. Medical text-books are very 
good in describing the theory of an 
operation, but tfey cannot show the

To the small town 
doctor, for example, a moving-pic- 
ture of one of the Mayo Brothers 
performing an operation for cancer 
would be ten times as instructive as 
a text-book setting forth the theory 
of the thing. 

Indeed, according te the army 
medical corps a moving picture of 
an operation is better than a sight 
of the operation itself, since the 
retina of the é¢ye cannot possibly re- 
tain the numerous impressions 
photographed by the camera; while 
the animated cartoon—which 
nates all unnecessary detail and 
focuses the attention on the im- 
portant points—is the last word in 
medical instruction. 

The “animated cartoonist” of the 
army medical corps is Sergt. Paul 
Terry, who formerly ran the “Ant- 
mated Weekly” and bullt the camera 
for the Bray cartoons. When he 
first entered the army he had no. 
medical knowledge whatever, but he 
attracted the attention of the medi- 
cal officers by the accurate sketches 
he was able to make of their opera- 
tions. Col, William Owen, in charge 
of the army movie plant, under 
Surgeon-General Gorgas, believing 
that the young man possessed un- 
usual ability, decided to send him to 
Johns Hopkins University to study 
under Max Brodel. Now the Terry 
surgical cartoons are one of: the 
most important products of the army 
medical corps, and so expert has the 
artist become ghat he can place his 
hand inside a wound and draw an 
accurate picture of its interior. In 
cases where a patient cannot be 
photographed under X-ray, Terry is 
always called into consultation. 

The Gorgas Film Company 4oes 
not confine itself to surgical films, 
however. Many scenarice are writ- 
ten for the sole benefit of the sol- 
dier, and are teaching lessons that 
the finest vocal eloquence has failed 
to “get over.” One of these, en- 
titled “First to Fight,” deals with 
the physiological aspects of venerea) 
disease. Another film shows the sol- 
dier how to take care of his feet-—— 
how to avoid having flat feet and 
trench foot, and the correct motion 
in walking. It comprises, as one 
Heutenant put it, 2000 feet of foct. 
Still another deals with the human 
digestion, and in this the stomach 
is actually shown digesting and elim- 
inating food, this interesting process 
having been photographed by one of 
the army moving-picture camera- 
men while a patient was under 
X-ray. 

In addition to making films fer 
health propaganda, the moving-plic- 
ture division of the Army Medical 
Corps has been of great service to 
the ordnance department. Moving 
pictures of high-power guns have 
been taken, showing just how the 
shells are expelled, while the camera 
has proved an unerring discc verer 
of defective rifles. Not lonz ago a 
ree] was made for the American gas 
division, showing a number of troops 
adjusting their gas masks, in which 
it appeared that two-thirds of them 
were making many superfluous mo- 
tions. A picture cf a soldier ad- 
justing his mask with the least pos- 
sible lost motion was then made; 
the men were made to study the pic- 
ture, and this set of motions, which 
adjusts a man’s gas mask in less 
than six seconds, is now incorporated 
into the regular military drill. 

The moving-picture camera has 
also proved extremely valuable in 
aviation tests. Since Americans have 
taken up flying. many accidents 
phave occurred which have never been 
explained. For instance, there have 
been cases where aviators have sud- 
denly lost control of thelr machines 
for some inexplicable reason-—where 
they have used the wrong foot pedals 
or the wreng hand motions. This 
mystery has now been worked oufty 
on a physiological basis, with the aid 
of the moving-picture camera. 

One test In which the camera is 
used is to place a man in a revolv- 
ing chair and turn him around 
quickly. There is a fluid that runs 
from the brain cell to the ear and 
which causes the eye to flicker. This 
eve flicker is photcgraphed, and the 
resultant film shows just how many 
flickers there were to the minute. 
When the filcker reaches a certain 
frequency, it is known that a man 
loses his equilibrium. The camera 
thus accurately measures his fitness 
for flying. 

A final test with the camera is 
made of the aviator after he has 
graduated from the aviation school 
and is actually running his machine. 
This test is made by Sergt. Frank 
Godwin, formerly president cf the 
Godwin Moving Picture Company, 
who has invented a special camera 
for the purpose. Strapped into the 
airplane and holding his camera up 
above his head, he photographs the 
movements of the aviatcr as he as- 
cends in a spiral, so that every er- 
ror in his handling of the controls 
is surely detected, 

Serget. Godwin is only one of a 
military staff that was once famous 
in the moving-picture industry. Capt. 
Tom Evans, who is Col. Owen's 
right-hand man, had his own com- 
pany before entering the army, and 
under him is Lieut. Robert Ross, 
who had many years of experience 
with a large western film company. 
The Army Medical Corps has also 
captured Mary Pickford’s camera 
man, Lucien Androy; Oliver Crom- 
well, who used to be with William 
Farnum, and many others who have 
picturizead such famous ladies as 
Pauline Frederick and Mary Garden. 
Yet all of them are unanimous in 
the opinion that the army medical 
films have the commercial stuff 
beaten to a frazzle in point of live 
interest. They are proud of their 
military work, and well they may 
be. Fer by the end of this war the 
surgeon-general is going to have a 
film library no less remarkable than 
his printed library, which is the 
greatest of its kind in the world. 


Strange Laws in Turkey. 

In Turkey, if you stole a horse, 
it entailed from one to three years’ 
imprisonment; if you stole a sheep 
you were Hable to from three to 
seven years. While you are figuring 
at this I will give you another in- 
stance of subtle jurisprudence. If 
I drew a dagger on you and stabbed 
you seriously, but you recovered, I 
was Hable to,.prison from one to 
three years. If, on the other hand, 
I drew a dagger on you but did 
not touch you, I might be imprisoned 
anywhere from three to seven years. 

Yusuf Effendi, a leading ‘lawyer, 
was ntuch disgusted with my obtuse- 
ness when I questioned the equit- 
ableness of these penalties. 

“Why,” said he, “it is as plain as 
day. If you g0 to steal a horse the 
supposition is you purpose to escape 
on the horse’s back, but if you go to 
steal a sheep, inasmuch as you in 
the nature of the case cannot ride 
away an the sheep’s back, it is fair 
to suppose that you come armed and 
ready to resist. Therefore, if you 
steal a sheep you are the more guilty, 
in intent at least, and deserve the 
greater penalty. And, again, if I 
draw a dagger on you, and though 
I wound you seriously, yet you do 
not die, the result is known—name- 
ly, bodily injury. But if I draw a 
dagger on you, even though I do not 
touch you, yet I might have killed 
you, and therefore I also in that

The club’s busy presi- 
dent, Mrs. Birney Donnell, {ts gon- 
Sstantly In receipt of new demands, 
especially in the way of war work, 
from the national president of the 
Association of Collegiate Alumnae, of 
which the club fs a branch. 

The latest demand is of great in- 
terest to all college wo who have 
time and ability to p into con- 
structive war servicé, ‘The national 
secretary, working with the War 
Camp Community Service, is asking 
for recommendations from this club 
of trained women for paid positions 
as local directors of girls’ work in 
war camp communities, especially 
women trained in community center 
and recreation work.

The committee fn charge of the 
welfare stations established for the 
weighing and examining of children, 
as part of the campaign for child 
welfare year, are very much en- 
couraged with the ready response of 
the mothers. There has been a 
very good attendance at most of the 
stations, particularly on the West 
Side. At some of the stations there 
has been a daily attendance of from 
thirty to forty children. The sta- 
tions can take care of from twenty- 
five to fifty children a day. There 
hag been some little misunderstand- 
ing among the parents as to the 
purpose for which these atations 
have been established. All the 
doctors and nurses at the stations 
are serving without compensation, 
deeming it a patriotic duty to assist 
in complling the data in regard to 
the children, which is to be for- 
warded to Washington at the request 
of the government. No medical 
treatment of any kind will be given 
at the stations opened for this driva. 
If medical treatment is found to be 
necessary after examination, the 
mother will be urged to consult her 
family physician, or if unable to pay 
for médical treatment, she will be 
advised to take her child to one of 
the Board of Health’s permanent 
welfare stations, This drive is for 
children under 6 years of age, and 
every mother {s urged to consider 
it her patriotic duty to bring her 
children to one of these stations. 
This is a national movement and has 
the’ indorsement of President Wil- 


son. 

Next week a station for Japanese 
children, in charge of Japanese doc- 
tors and nurses, will be opened at No. 
936 South Wall street. 

The stations are open from 9 2.m. 
to 11 a.m., Tuesdays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays, and will remain open 
until the work is completed. Precinct 
workers will start a vigorous cam- 
paign next week among the foreign 


population to explain the purpa 
and benefit of the welfare stations, 
An Attractive Programme.

predictions, will occur before the end 
of 1919, there will be millions of 
soldiers and galilors released from 
military duty. Comparatively few of 
them can get back into their old 
places at once, for these will be filled 
by boys, women and elderly men. 
At the same time, thousands of ships 
will be put out of commiasion. Of 
course, the American and European 
governments that are to be benefited 
will unite in promoting the project 
of constructing the proposed island. 
They will furnish the men and the 
ships. The bold Labrador bluffs can 
be broken down with the accumu- 
lated stores of dynamite no longer 
needed for war purposes; the rock 
in large masses will be transferred 
by giant cranes to the waiting ships, 
transported thence to the site of the 
island, and dropped into the sea till 
the gigantic pier is built up to its 
surface. 

Now comes a staggering question. 
How much rock will it take to con- 
struct an ocean pier ten miles square 
at the top and 9500 feet high? Of 
course, the sides of that island can- 
not be perpendicular; it would prob- 
ably require a base twenty miles 
square if the rock as dropped into 
the sea should take a natural slope. 
Then, in order to get at the desired 
result of tota] mass we will take a 
cross section of the plier at half its 
height——-4750 feet, which will be fif- 
teen miles square. The total con- 
tents of the pier will then bé equal 
to a column fifteen miles square and 
$500 feet in height, with perpen- 
dicular sides, and it will contain 405 
cubic miles of rock. Reducing 
these cubic miles to cubic yards 
they would reach the enormous fig- 
ure of 9,798,577,000. Allowing for 
pressure under great weight, and a 
possible further lateral thrust, it 
would be safe to call the total rock 
required, in round numbers, about 
10,000,000,000 cubic yards. 

Each cubic yard of rock will 
weigh 4320 pounds, or about two 


jand one-eighth tons. There will then 


be, itn round numbers, nearly 
twenty-one billion tons of rock to be 
broken down from the cliffs, loaded 
on ships and transported to the 
isiand site, 

How many ships will it take? If 
each ship could carry on an aver- 
ange 4200 tons it would take 1,000,- 
000 ships of one voyage each, or 
100,000 ships of ten voyages each, 
to transport this rock for the con- 
struction of this island. At the rate 
of 20 cents per ton for all the labor 
of breaking down the bluffs, load- 
Ing the rock on ships, conveying 
it to the island, and dropping it In- 
to the sea, the total cost would be 
four billion and two hundred million 
dollars. 

These figures represent simply the 
cost of the pjer alone, without in- 
cluding the additiona! cost of the im- 
provements described above, which 
would probably call for-one hundred 


million more,

ground that at least half the Con-

one side or the other. It wag his 
opinion that if we accepted 3000 
majority in each of the last two 
elections, except in special in- 
stances, as marking a district ‘safe’ 
for the dominant party tn that dis- 
trict, and that if the minority party 
would then agree to withdraw there 
for the coming election, the number 
of contests would be reduced from 
435 to less than 100. I immediately 
replied that I would do anything I 
could to keep politics out of this war 
and thgt I would keep any appoirt- 
ment he could make with the Demo- 
cratic chairman. However, up to 
date, none has‘been made. 

“I will go even further than that. 
IT am willing at any time to meet for 
the purpose of the loyalty of all Con- 
Bressional candidates. All candi- 
dates should be, and we pledge that 
all our candidates shall be, supreme- 
ly pro-American. On that subject 
Tam not only willing but more than 
anxious that we should stand ab- 
eclutely as one. I don’t want any 
nilegations from either one side or 
the othem concerning ‘disloyalty’ in 
the coming campaign. Any such al- 
legation would give a totally false 
impression of conditions in this 
country to the enemy, and the man 
or committee or party who starts 
anything like that will be guilty of

The 
act in a two-fold sense is repugnant 
to the Constitution. It not only 
transcends thé authority delegated 
to Congress over commerce, but also 
exerts a power as to a purely local 
matter to which the Federal au- 
thority does not extend. The far- 
reaching result of upholding the act 
cannot be more plainly indicated 
than by pointing out that if Con- 
gress can thus regulate matters in- 
} trusted to local authority by prohi- 
bition of the movement of commodi- 
ties in interstate commerce, all,gtree- 
dom of commerce will be at end, 
and the power of the States over 
local matters may be eliminated, 
and thus our system of government 
be practically destroyed. For these 
reasons we hold that this law ex- 
ceeds the constitutional authority of 
Congress.”

Answer: The latest records of 
the War Department show that a 
total of 133 American soldiers have 
been located at German prison 
camps. There are also 216 Amer'i- 
can civilians, including sailors, who 
are interned in -Germany.

Answer: The War Department is 
establishing schools of nursing at 
various military hospitals through- 
out the country to relieve the short- 
age of nurses in the Army Nurse 
Corps.

MEETS CAILLAUX. 

With the Paris opera singer, after 
deserting Mme. Panon, he acquired 
considerable wealth and met manr

ances he sought to increase his for- 
tunes in various financial deals, In

This contract was to the effect that 
Bolo had bought an interest in Le 
Journal in Parts. He forgot the 
amounts that were mentioned and 
the number of shares, but it was a 
very large interest. Bolo told him 
all about the earning capacity of 
the newspaper and that the contract 
represented the closed sale, but that 
he had only been able to pay a lit- 
tle and he had to meet his obliga- 
tions. He deciared that the name 
of J. P. Morgan ,& Co. was not men- 
tioned in any way. 

LETTER TO MORGAN. 

A photographic copy of a letter, 
secured by Perley Morse, Was sent 
over to France as evidence against 
Bole. It was on Le Journal letter 
paper, dated February 10, 1914, 


twelve days before Bolo Pasha reach- 
ed New 


York, addressed to Mor- 
gan & Co., in New York, signed by 
Senator Charles Humbert and read 


as follows: 


“Mr. Paul Bolo Pasha will de- 
posit to my account with your bank 
in New York the sum of 1,000,600 
francs converted into dollars (aver- 
age rate of exchange as of January 
$1, last.”") 

Pavenstedt -.also testified that 
nothing was discussed between him- 
self and Bolo Pasha concerning de- 
positing money for Humbert with 
Morgan & Co. 


WANTED, A LOAN. 


Bolo, according to Pavenstedt, 
wanted to put up his shares of Hum- 
bert's Le Journal as security for 10.- 
900,000 francs. He said Bolo told 
tim that his object in buying the 
paper was to “bring public opinion 
in France, through the press, more 
around to an early peace. That he 
thought that was the best thing, that 
France was bleeding to death.” Ac- 
cording to Pavenstedt’s long-drawn- 
out testimony, Bolo Pasha was in 
great distress and must have negrly 
$2,900,900 at once. Pavenatedt said. 
under oath, that he told Bolo -this 
Was impossible, that it was absurd, 
that it was not business, as business 
‘s conducted in this country, and 
that no banker or any one else 
would advance any such sum as that, 
on such slight security. 


Here is the quaint way, In Paven- 
stedt'’s own words on the witness 
stand, in which he explained Bern- 
storff’s part in the affairs: 


BERNSTORFF’S PART. 


“Then I felt very uncomfortdble 
about this thing, and I thought my- 
self it was anyhow funny for me as 
a German 
this kind of business there, for a 
nation which was at war with my 
own country, and then the thought 
came to me that Bernstorff might be 
interested in this thing.” 


When Pavenstedt, according to his 
own testimony, asked Bolo if it 
would be all right if he got the 
money for him from Count Bernstoff, 
the then German Ambassador, Bolo 
said he did not care, all he wanted 
was the money. 

The witness was considerably 
mixed In his dates, apparently, and 
thought he did not go to Washineton 
to see Bernstorff until considerable 
timme after the actual date of his 
registering tn the Washington hotel 
tel. Bernstorfft trusted him im- 
plicitly and was quite willing to cable 
the Foreign Office in Germany for 


{this big sum to give to some “un- 


named Frenchman!” He told about 
Bolo’s orders for having the money 
deposited in installments in the New 
York branch of. the Roygl Bank of 


Canada. 
INEXPLICABLE, 


The most amazing, portion of 
Pavenstedt’s testimony wag that he 
actually got this sum of nearly 
$2,000,000 from Ambassador Pern- 
storff without telling him the name 
of the man who wanted it. How this 
testimony appealed to Deputy At- 
turney-General Becker can best be 
told in quoting this one question: 

“Question: How could Bolo come 
over with such assurance of success 
that even Humbert wrote a letter io 
Mr. Morgan stating positively that 
the money would be deposited: how 
could Bernstorff be willing at once. 
on your suggestion, after you had 
explained the man's connection, 
without even giving his name, to in- 
form the Foreign Office that 1,000,- 
700 francs was necessary?” 

The witness had no good explana- 
tion to offer. 

However, it developed that a con- 
siderable number of cablegrams 
were transmitted between the. Ger- 
man Foreign Office and Count von 
Pernstorff regarding RBolo’s mission, 
and Bolo was given a password, “St. 
Regis.” to use when occasion re- 
quired for identification to German 
secret agents in this country.

On March 13, 1916, a few days 
before Polo Pasha sailed back to 
France, the Deutsche Bank of Ber- 
lin deposited with the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York $500,- 

On March 14 a check signed by G. 
Amsinck & Co. was drawn to the 
order of the Royal Bank of Canada 
for $500,000, and an Amatinck check 
stub certifies this transfer. On the 
same date E. €. Piegnatel of the 
Royal Bank of Canada gave a re- 
ceipt as follows: 

“Received from Messrs. Gg. 
Amsinck & Co., by order of Mr. Paul 
Bolo Pasha, $500,000," 

On the same date, March 17—the 
day Bolo Pasha sailed for France, 
this “memorandum” was made out: 

“Deposited by Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York $200,000 for 
the account of Deutsche Bunk, Ber- 
lin, by order of H. Schmidt.” (Hugo 
Schmidt, now interned as an énemy 
alien, was head of the New York 
branch of the Deutsche Bank of Ber- 


lin.) 
CANADA DETOUR. 

On the same date the G. Amsinck 
Company deposited $200,000 with 
the New York branch of the Royal 
Rank of Canada. The stub and re- 
ceipt were also in evidence, with th's 
letter, signed by G. Amsinck & Co.: 

“We herewith hand you our check 
for $200,000—which amount kindly 
place to the credit of Mr. Paul Bolo 
Pasha.” 

On March 20 the following de- 
posit slip was made: “The National 
Park Bank of New York. We hand 
vou herewith our cashier check for 
$500,000 for account of Deutsche 
Bank of Berlin, by order of them- 
selves and for Mr. Hugo Schmidt. 
Maurice H. Ewer, cashier.”’ 

The next day G. Amsinck & Co. 
paid to the order of the Royal Bank 
of Canada $2300.000. 

On March 25 G. Amsinck & Co.

G. Amsinck & Co., for the account 
of Mr. Paul Bolo Pasha—-$483,500. 

NOT IN RECORDS. 

Not one of these transactions went 
on the books of G. Amsinck & Co., 
because the senior partner was then 
Pavenstedt, and he gave orders to 
Cashier Williams to transfer hy 
checks without entering the amounts 
on the books. Cashier Williams's 
deposition explains this fully: 

“Albern W. Williams, being duly 
sworn, deposes and says: 

“That he resides at No, 157 East 
Fighty-first street, Borough of Man- 
hattan, New York City. 

“That he has been assistant cash- 
ier and cashier for G. Amsinck & 
Co., a co-partnership, and also for 
G. Amsinck & Co., Inc., continuous- 
ly for some thirty years, and that he 
is now cashier for G. Amsinck & 
Co., Ine. 

“That Mr. Pavenstedt carne to him 
shortly before March 14, 1916, end 
said that if he should receive eny 
large payments and did not know 
what they were for, he was to see 
Mr. Pavenstedt. Large payments 
were received, to wit: 

“On March 14, 1916, he received 
five hnudred thousand dollars ($590, 
000) from the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany for account of the Deutsche 
Bank, Berlin. On instructions from 
Mr. Pavenstedt he paid this mone} 
over to the Royal Bank of Canada 
for account of Mr. Paul Bolo Pasha, 
accompanied by a letter dated March 
15, 1916, in accordance with the 
instructions he received, signed by 
Mr. Pavenstedt in the name of G.

With this payment, to take a copy! 
of it, but not put it in the ragular 
copy-book, which he did; Mr. Paven- 
stedc said these payments were not 
to go through our books, merely to 
make them an exchange of checks. 

“Mr. Pavenstedt, at that time a 
senior member of the firm of G. 
Amsinck & Co., and in charge, of the 
finances, had full authority to give 
instructions to Mr. Williamns as he 
saw fit, and the latter as a loyal 
employee, obeyed’ Mr. Pavrenstedt’s 
commands. 

“Mr. Pavenstedt came to Mr. Wii- 
liams later on and said that there 
may be something brought up about 
some payments he had made for Mr. 
Pavenstedt, and if such was the case 
he was to let Mr. Pavenstedt know. 
Mr. Williams said: ‘Don’t you think 
T ought to say something about them 
to Mr. Ruperti,’ to which Mr. Paven- 
stedt replied: ‘No, I don’t think you 
should, because there is nothing In 
this: this is a little transaction I did 
as a favor and it will only bother 
Mr. Rupert! and there ts nothing in 
it at all.’” 

BOLO'S NEXT STEP. 

To further transfer these large 
sums of money in order to hide all 
trace of their origin was Bolo 
Pasha’s next step. With the knowl- 
edge that the house of Morgan was 
strong pro-Ally and that sums from 
a large financial house of one of the 
Allies, the Royal Bank of Canada, 
transferred to one presumably a 
loyal Frenchman, would not be un-; 
der suspicion, Bolo proceeded to 
have the monev turned over to J. 
P. Morgan & Co. On March 14, 
Holo Pasha wrote as follows: 

“Royal Bank of Canada, 
New York, N. Y. 
“Gentlemen:— 

“You will receive from Messrs. 
G. Amsinck & Co., deposits for the 
eredit of my account with you, 
which deposits will reached the ag- 
gregate amount of about $1,700,000, 
Which I wish you to utilize in the 
following manner:

ANTHROPOLOGY UP-TO-DATE. By 
George Winter Mitchell. The Stratford

liar. Says the preface: “Gentle 
Reader, if you wish to take the sub- 
ject of Anthropology seriously, skip 
everything in this book but the foot- 
notes, and study all the works of 
the authors whom I have cited.” 

It happens that the bibliography 
cited is good, but rather inadequate; 
and it further happens that the au- 
thor has mixed facts with nonsense 
in the text which he advises the se- 
rious reader to skip. The author’s 
purpose was probably to make read- 
ers open their eyes and scratch their 
heads. 

Whether this is fact or fiction, 
I do not know: in speaking of 
charms and amulets he remarks 
that “the necktie first came to be 
worn in the days when men were 
hung for very trifling offenses.

NO MARKED CHANGE 
IN COTTON MARKET. 


WEEK-END STATISTICS NOT 
STIMULATING, BUT CLOSE 
STEADY, 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

NEW YORK, July 27.—No marked 
changes took place in cotton prices, 
but on the whole they were pretty 
well maintained. It is true that 
early business was in some cases at 


a decline of 10 to 13 points, with a 
sition to even up icng holdings 


over\ Saturday, but later there was‘ 


rough covering, due partly to con- 
tinued dry hot weather in Texas, 
which caused a rally and put prices 
slightly -higher than yesterday, after 
which they sagged a little. October 
was 24.70c to 24.87c, December 
24.15 to 24.34c, January 24.10 te 
24.200 and March 24.00 to 24.15e, 
iater prices being 24.79c for October, 
fcr December, 24.1l7c for 
January and 24.09¢c for March, 

There is supposed to be pretty 
good short interest, and as the 
Texag drought continues shorts show 
more or less nervousness, especially 
as the war news is favorable. One 
report puts the conditicn of the crop 
at 78.8 against 85.8 in the last gov- 
ernment report; in other words, a 
aecline of 7 per cent. for the belt, 
While Texas, it is said, was off 11 
during the month, Texas and Louis!- 
ana make the poorest showing, all 
owing primarily to dry weather. 

A mcnth ago the condition in Ten- 
nessee was 94, according to the guv- 
ernment figures, and the latest ad- 
Vices are to the effect that the per- 
centage hag been nearly maintained. 
In Florida the plant is of unusual 
Size and the condition of the fields 
is good. 

And the week-end statistics were 
far from being of a stimulating cher- 
ucter, The world’s stocks are not 
decreasing as fast as they were a 
}ear agc. This has been the case 
fur some weeks past. For the week 
just ended the decrease was only 
109,000 bales, against 133,000 for 
the same week last yéar. 

The visible supply of all kinds in 
the world is 2,136,000, of 225,000 
bales more than a year ago, includ- 
ing 20,305 bales of American, or 
450,000 more American than at this 
time last year, a gain of nearly 39 
Per cent. On the other Nand, cables 
brought into sight for the week 
30,000 bales, against 19,000 last 


year, or a season total of 11,837,000, 


an increase over last year of 126,000 
bales. Furthermore, the world’s 
takings of American cotton for the 
week were only 117,000, or 37,000 
less than the same week last year, 
making a total for the season 11,- 
332,000 bales, or 2,041,000 less than 
a year ago, 

The entertaining fact is that the 
weekly totals have recently shown a 
pretty uniform decrease as com- 
pared with corresponding weeks of 
last year, so that this might per- 


haps be taken as a hint of what is 


coming. 

The exports, according to the cot- 
ton exchange account, up to date 
are only 4,104,000 bales, as against 
5,541,000 for the Same period last 
year, a falling off of something over 
20 per cent. Summer scarcity, where 
it has existed, is practically over. A 
new crop is at hand. Prices:

SPEEDING SHIP 
MANUFACTORIES 


Now 118 Fully-Equipped 
Yards in United States. 


Forty-four Others are Near- 
ing Completion. 


Expansion of Old Yards is 
Encouraged. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—-Amer- 
ica’s great chain of ship manufac- 
tories is approaching completion. 
There are now 118 fully equipped 
yards in the United States and forty- 
four others partly complete, of 
which twenty-three are more than 
75 per cent. finished and only six 
less than 26 per cent. ready. to begin 
building tonnage. Many have been 
built from the ground up, while the 
others have-been extended and en- 
larged to such a degree that many 
of them amount almost to new yards. 
Back of the weekly outputs of 
tonnage has been a long stretch of 
work, sometimes discouraging, a!- 
ways necessary, which only just now 
is nearing completion. 
NEARLY DOUBLE. 
steel yards which 
United States had when war be- 
gan have grown to seventy-two. 
The old yards have been increased 
from 162 ways to 195 and more are 
being ~ added. Kighty yards for 
building wooden ships now are in 
operation or -nearing completion. 


Jthe remainder of the total number 
o 


f yards are for building concrete 
ships, a new industry developed by 
the war need. 

Hog Island, the greatest of all 
shipyards and one of the four gov- 
ernment fabricating yards, is 90 per 
cent. complete, and will launch its 
first ship next month, Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson acting as sponsor. Bristol 
and Newark, two other fabricating 
yards, are almost complete, while 
Wilmington, N. C., the fourth, was 
commenced only in May and still is 
in its infancy. 

EXPANSION AIDED. 

Wherever expansion can be made 
efficiently, the Shipping Board is 
lending its aid to increase the capac- 
ity of existing yards. “Within the 
month eighteen new ways have been 
ordered added to the country’s ship 
manufactories—as Chairman Hurley 
prefers to call them, for America is 
getting ready to “manufacture” ships 
instead of building them. The Ala- 
meda plant of the Bethlehem Ship- 
building Corporation has been au- 
thorized to add ten new ways at an 
estimated cost of $20,000,000. The 
same company’s yard at Sparrow's 
Point, Md., is adding three addi- 
tional ways at a cost of $3,000,000. 
The New York Shipbuilding Corpo- 
ration at Camden, N. Y., is build- 
ing five new ways at a cost of 
$7,000,000. 

The 118 yards which are complete 
are distributed sectionally as fol- 
lows: 

Pacific Coast, 48; Atlantic Coast, 
38; Great Lakes, 16; Gulf Coast, 16.

GERMANY’S STORMY PETREL

AMSTERDAM, July 27.—~Maxi- 
milian Harden devotes practically 
the whole of today’s Die Zukunft to 
proving that Chancellor Von Hert- 
ling’s charge against the Allies, that 
they want to annihilate Germany, is 
untrue. Harden quctes President 
Wilson's Mt. Vernon speech and 
Arthur Balfour's last Pouse of 
Commons speech to show how bit- 
ter the Entente nations are against 
militarism, but that they are ready 
to give the German people a fair 
chance.

CITIZENS BLAME 
BLOODSHED ON. HUN.

BUENOS AIRBS, July 27.—An in- 
vestigation by the government of 
Argentina develops the fact that 
Germany endeavors to acquire 
colonial lands in Southern Chile 
caused the recent outbreak there 
near Lake Buenos Aires cn the Ar- 
gentinian frontier which was fre- 
ported as being caused by bandits. 

The 300 persons who fought 
Chilean troops, it has been found, 
were colonists who were ejected 
from property long held by them 
by a German named Von Flack, whe 
obtained possession by means of 
which the colonists described to the 
Argentinian Minister of the Interior 
as illegal. Fighting ensued when 
Von Flack brought Chilean soldiers 
to eject the colonists by fcrce. 

The majority of the settlers eject- 
ed were citizens of Argentina, and 
Argentine cavairy is being rushed to 
the scene to prevent further blood- 
shed. 

A dispatch from Buenos Aires, un- 
der date of July 20, said that citi- 
zens of Santa Cruz territory, in 
Southern Argentina, had telegraphed 
President Ircgoyen asking protection 
from a band of 300 mounted bandits 
who had entered Argentina from 
Chile and were spreading terror in 
the vicinity of Lake Buenos Aires.

The arrange- 
ment with Finland is merely a link, 
however, in Germany's scheme for 
mastering and exploiting Russia. A 
report made public here today says: 

“There can be no doubt of Ger- 
many's aspirations to control the 
Russian market and exploit Russian 
resources, The German military 
and political success, which has 
made it possible for Germany to gain 
control of the line of provinces ex- 
tending from Finland down to the 
Ukraine, not only gives her a free 
hand in these provinces for com- 
mercial operations, but, if permit- 
ted to continue after the war, will 
effectively cut off from the outside 
world the hinterland of these 
provinces, that is, eastern and in- 
terior Russia. . 

“In other words, interior Russia 
will thus be forced to trade with 
the outside world through Germany 
or through German-controlled states, 
the former Russian provinces. At 
the same time German enterprise 
will not only exploit these controlled 
states, but will also see to the ex- 
ploitation of interior Russia. Thus 
the whole former Russian Empire, 
at least the European part of it, wil} 
be at the commercial mercy of Ger- 
many. German industrial exports 
will flood Russia and be pushed in 
every way and Russia can only find 
an outiet for her natural riches 
through Germany or through former 
Russian provinces which will practi- 
cally be German vassal states. 

“It is only too obvious that the 
great industrial and commercial na- 
tions, 
will thus be at an enormous dis- 
advantage on the Russian market, a 
disadvantage which will mean al- 
most exclusion. One of the chief 
results of the war must be to crush 
these German schemes and open 
Rusasia to the world. Northern Rus- 
sia must be reached via the Baltic, 
for which Copenhagen is 3 
way: Southern Russia 
Dardanelles and the Black Sea, for 
which Constantinople is the gateway. 
These two cities should be the 
terminals for traffic moving between 
Russia and the outside world.”

REPELS METEREN ASSAULTS

AR CORRESPONDENTS’ 
HEADQUARTERS, July 27. 
-——A fairly strong attack, fu- 
tile In its result, was made by the 
Germens against some of our Scot- 
tish troops Friday morning south- 
west of Meterén.

On our right they made some 
prcegress, and for a time the reports 
that came through from Scots there 
left the situation obscure so that it 
feemed as. though the enemy had 
Gained part of our line, but later 
this was cleared up, and the grim 
defense of the Scottish infantry 're- 
pelled the assault and drove back 
the enemy with -severe losses. His 
only gain was one small outpcst. He 
took a similar post Wednesday nicht 


and held it only until the Australians: 


boxed it in with shell fire and then 
cleared it out with rifle grenades. 


MAKE LIFE MISERABLE. 


If the Tenth German Divisicn 
has anything Ifke the same history 
as their predecessors in this part of 
the line, they will soon be very mis- 
erable men, for the Australians and 
Sects have combined in making the 
enemy positions horribly uncom- 
fortable and inflicting dally losses 
which reduced the divisions there 
to mere skeletons.

For one day they smash down 
ail the little bridges which the Ger- 
mans built over the canal, and the 
ext day put lines of shells down on 
his tracks and crossroads, and the 
next concentrate on his ammunition 
dumps, and then harry the machine- 
gun posts and assembly places and 
lines of reliefs. 

It causes incessant wastage in the 
enemy ranks, keeps their nerves cn 
edge and knocks out their fighting 
spirit. It is organized brutality 
which is the art of war and in- 
evitable in the winning of the war. 
It is what Germans did to us in 
the bad old days of 1914 and 1915 
and part of 1916, when they had 
great gun power and we had very 
little and could not answer back. 
Gradually, after monstrous efforts of 
the enemy tc smash to pieces from 
the opening of his offensive on 
March 21, we are regaining the 
power of the initiative and it is now 
the Germans who have to withstand

BOTANICAL POOL TO BE FEA-

LOS ANGELES. 


Extensive im provements are to 
be made !mmediately on the grounds 
of the Los Angeles State Normal 
School. The State engineer is now 
calling for bids from contractors and 
work will probably be wnder way 
within a short time. Included in 
the proposed improvements are con- 
crete roads with bituminous surface, 
disintegrated granite walks and 
drives, a botanical pool and a play- 
ground, 

The botanical pool and playground 
will be located on the Willborook- 
avenue side of the grounds. The 
pool will be constructed of concrete 
and will have a rock border. It 
will be fed from a spring on the 
grounds, from which the water will 
flow through a rock brook to the 
pool. The pool will be about 160 
feet in length and about seventy 
feet across at its greatest width. 
Rare water plants are to be grown 
here. The playground will be ad- 
joining the cafeteria bullding. 
Thirty-three thousand square feet of 
the playground will be surfaced with 
disintegrated granite. 

Pians for the improvements were 
worked out by George Prentiss 
Robinson, a Los Angeles engineer, 
who has given a great deal of time 
and study to the improvements.

MANY IMPROVEMENTS IN ONE- 
STORY BUILDING JUST 


BEGUN IN AZUSA. 


One of the distinctive types of 
modern school buildings, the oe 
story. building with the classrooms 
arranged around a court, or series of 
courts, and connected by covered 
cloisters, is peculiar to Southern 
California and has here reached its 
highest development. This type of 
building is not a fad. It has rec- 
ogni advantages, such as the 
elimination of stairways and greater 
security from fire dangers. Favor- 
able climatic conditions have made 
the one-story school building logical 


counts for its popularity and high 
state of development. Scores of 
such buildings have been erected 
throughout California within the 
ten years and many of them 
great architectural beauty, 


tic landscape setting. In fact, this 
type of building furnishes an incen- 
tive and opportunity for landscape 
treatment which the ordinary con- 
ventional two-story school building 
does not, because ample grounds are 
@ prime essential. 
An excellent example of this type 
of school building is now being 
ed at Azusa for a grammar 
schaol. The site is 300 feet square, 
and the building is spread out over 
it in the shape of a letter “H,” there 
being a forward and rear court. The 
building will contain seven standard 
classrooms, a cooking-room and a 
sewing-room, all connected by cov- 
ered cloisters. Extending into the 
rear court is an auditorium, planned 
to seat 300 persons. A feature of the 
auditorium not common to audito- 
riums in grammar schools is a fully 
equipped stage and a fireproof mov- 
ing-picture booth. | 
All of the classrooms are practi- 
cally open-air rooms. Each room

are so arranged that sunlight is ad- 
mitted to each at some time during 
the day. 

A modulating heating system, the 
first of the kind to be used in South- 
ern California, will be installed. This 
is a low-pressure steam heating sys- 
tem with a modulating valve in each 
room to regulate the heat. The 
valve regulates the amount of steam 
in the radiators according to the 
temperature of the room, and works 
automatically. This is much more 
satisfactory and provides a greater 
degree of comfort for the pupils 
than the old system of regulating 
the heat fr-m the boiler-room. 

Architecturally the building may 
be described as Spanish colonial. It 
‘will be of masonry construction with 
hollow-tile walls. The exterior walls 
will be plastered, the surface being 
given a cream tint. The ornamenta- 
tion and trimmings will be of arti- 
ficial stone and the roof will be ef 
red clay tile. Architects Allison & 
Allison of Los Angeles planned the 
school. Bonds to the amount of 
$50,000 were voted for the improve- 
ment, and of this amount about $42,- 
000 will be expended on the building, 
the remainder being used to provide 
the site and equipment.

N THE upkeep of the modern au- 

tomobile there are two big items, 
tires and gasoline. There is no 
dodging either of them, except by 
putting up the car and not using it. 
It is possible, however, to save an 
appreciable percentage of each of 
these inevitable items, by taking 
reasonable care. Of the two bills, 
probably the gasoline bill is the 
larger, but greater savings may be 
accomplished in the item of tires, so 
we shall devote cur attention this 
week to methods and ways of re- 
ducing the tire bill to its lowest pos- 
sible figure. 

The greatest of tire failure, all 
the manufacturers agree, is under- 
inflation. The car owner is prone to 
forget to use the gauge for days at 
a time. The automobile tire is made 
in a number of layers of fabric and 
rubber. As long as there is enough 
air in the tire to hold it firm the 
casing will stand up under the 
stresses of service. But the momen{ 
the air.pressure falls below. the 
proper figure, the side walls are no 
longer held upright, but begin to 
flex and weave. The result ts that 
the rubber layers are loosened from 
the fabric body, the strength of 
the casing is gone and a blowout 
follows with destructive results. In 
spite of the fact that all big tire 
manufacturing companies have, in 
late years, concentrated on teaching 
car owners how to care for their 
tires, emphasizing the dangers of 
under-inflation, this is still the pre- 
dominating cause of tire failures. I 
wish every car owner in United 
States would buy a reliable tire 
gauge and test the pressure in his 
tires every week at least. In this 
way slow leaks will be discovered, in

THE EFFECT. 

Now, I want to call the attention 
of car owne to the fact that they 
may produce just the same effect as 
under-inflation, simply by overload- 
ing their cars. The pressure given 
as correct for a certain size of tire, 
supposes that a given weight will 
be carried on the casing. Suppose, 
however, that the car owner Kabite 
ually overloads his vehicle by 300 
or 400 pounds. This overload pro- 
duces the same condition of flexing 
in the side walls of the tires that 
would exist if the casings were not 
pumped up to the proper pressure. 
If the car is to carry extra weight 
on a long journey, it is best to pump 
up the tires above the usual pres- 
sure. 

Some cars seem to be arder on 
tires than others and certain tires 
are better made than others. I can- 
not be too emphatic in warning ny 
readers to make a practice of using 
etandard tires instead of trying to 
save money by patronizing so-called 
cut-rate or second shops. Those 
tires sold below the market price 
must have something wrong with 
them or they would be Quoted at the 
regnuiar rates and the something 
wrong usually means premature fail- 
ure. The best tire is the cheapest in 


the end. 

LOOK FOR CUTS. 
_ The car owner who hopes to get 
Maximum mileage out of his cas- 


ings Mast make a point of giving 
them careful attention while he is 
using them. Every day he should 
go over them looking for cuts or 
deep abrasions. Any such cut 
should be at once plugged, to seal 
it against the entrance of water. 
The tire is so constructe@g that if 
water penetrates beyond the rubber 
it comes In contact with the cotton 
fabric. This means rotting, weaken- 


ing of the carcass and then a blows,

what is known as a sand blister. 
This means that the foreign matter 
pushes its way along, separating the 
rubber from the fabric. In \ the 
course of trave)] this loosened place 
rubs and the fabric is gradualby 
weakened until a blowout takes 
place. For small cuts the so-called 
tread filler, a-gummy substance does 
very well. This is worked into the 
cut and hardens sufficiently to seal 
For larger cuts vulcanizing Is 
the proper cure. 


Every car owner ought to have al 


vulcanizer. These miay now be had 
in a variety of inexpensive models, 
so arranged that the user has but 
to follow some very simple direc- 
tions to be sure of a nearly perfect 


repair. 
CASINGS. 
In repairing a casing, the cut 


should first be thoroughly cleansed. 
A cloth soaked in gasoline may 
be used to clean out all sand or 


other foreign matter. Next a coat 
of cement should be applied, and 


after this first one has dried a 
second should be put o® Then the 
tire filler is inserted. If the cut is 
being repaired on the road and the 
tire must be used at once, a bit of 
cloth or paper should be cemented 
over the filling, to prevent its pick- 
ing up. sand or dirt in passing over 
the road. 

Most car owners know, I tmagine, 
that misalignment of the front 
wheels will cause excessive wear of 
the tires. The reason is that when 
the wheels are out of proper line, 
a dragging movement is set up. 
which causes the rubber to be grated 
off against the road surface. Seven- 
ty-five cents spent once in three 
monfhs to have the wheel align- 
ment checked up by the service sta- 
tion, if you cannot do it yourself, 
je money well spent. Harsh and ex- 
cessive use of the brakes is another

INNER TUBES. 

The inner tubes deserve a little 
attention as well as the casings. Care 
must be taken to use enough talc 
on the tubes when inserting them 
in the casings, so that they 
not stick. Too much of this pow- 
der, however, will form balls and 
shortly destroy the tube. The tires 
should be removed from the rims 
twice a year anyway, and a coat of 
graphite should be applied to the 
rims. Cars should also be taken to 
keep the tires from contact with 
oil, which ts a deadly enemy of rub- 
ber. The casings should never be 
permitted to rest in a puddle of 
ol] In the garage. 

In inserting the tubes the opera- 


tor must see that the flaps lie 
smoothly and de not extend under 
the head, as this may probably 


cause a break in the side wall that 
looks like a rim cut. 

Tires today are generally s0 ex- 
cellent that there ts little excuse if 
the owner does not get more than 
the guaranteed mileage. By follow- 
ing a simple course of regular and 
careful maintenance, there is no rea- 
son why the casing should not give 
far more than fts allotted service. 


TIP FOR REPAIRING 
ANY BROKEN RIVET. 


In case a rivet in the frame or. 
other location is found to be broken, | 


a very acceptable repair may be 
made by running a bolt through the 


rivet hole and clinching it with a 


mut on the other end.

Trip to and from San Diego is One’of 
_ Beauty and Interest to Car Owners. | 


ESS than 150 years ago the 
i Padres were hoofing it across 

fields between Los Angeles and 
San Diego. Today the two South- 
land cities'are linked by a pair of 
scenic motor roads, consisting main- 
ly of faultless paving and completely 
marked throughout the entire dis- 
tance by the sign posts and safety 
warnings of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 


The coast route, 134 miles in 
length, consists of paving for ap- 
proximately 114 miles of the dis- 


tance, while the inland trip covets 
174 miles of typical Southern Cal- 
ifornia country and includes about 
106 miles of good roads. For the 
most part, however, the dirt road 
comprising the inland system is in 
excellent shape. One of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California's 


; Scout cars has just returned from a 
circuit of the two routes, after gain- 


ing the latest road information and 
inspecting the club’s sign system in 
the southern part of the State. 

That our country is at war in dead 
earnest is realized by the motorist 
taking the trip to San Diego at the 
present time. Airplanes crackle over 


will, 


and scud 


peaceful fields and movntain passes 
along above the beach, 
while, many miles out of San Diego, 
artillery can be heard booming at 
Camp Kearny. Trucks from the 
Quartermaster’s Department come 
snorting along the road bearing de- 
tails of soldiers or laden with sup- 
plies, while huge flop-eared obser- 
vation balloons can be seen in the 
distance. But one is prone to lower 
his eyes to the fields by the road- 
side and toot his klaxon in greeting 
to the latest creation of the war, the 
farmerette. 

San Diego itself swarms with 
Sammies and Tars from Camp 
Kearny. the Naval Training Station, 
North Island and other points of 
concentration. To facilitate motor 
travel to Camp Kearny a magnifi- 
cent stretch of paved road known 
as the Silver Terrace highway has 
been built, and is now in use, This 
model etretch of roadway, which 
supplants the old dirt road through 
Murray Canyon to Linda Vista, was 
rushed to completion in three 
mohths, and will be thoroughly 
posted by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, 

The coast route leads out East 
Seventh street and along the excel- 
lent Whittier boulevard, through 
Whittier. La Habra, Fullerton, Ana- 
heim and Santa Ana. Work its being 
rushed on the new bridge over the 
Santa Ana River, but at present a 
short detour across the bed of the 
camoufiagea waterway is necessary. 

After leaving Santa Ana the high- 
way cuts cross-country toward the 
ocean, paralleling the rallroad 
through a country of dimpled bean 
fields, and walnut groves bounded 
bv rows of stately eucalvpti. One 


fllts pasj ranch- houses, 
each with its windmill, while lordly 
locomotives fling out their smoke 
plumes in the distance. Soon the 
rambling facades of the old San 
Juan Capistrano Mission poke their 
solemn faces Po 
road and the blue ny 
stretching restlessly out toward the 
horizon. 

For several miles one bowls 
the smooth-surfaced highway with 
the breakers booming at one side 
and a high bluff frowning down from 
the other. Then the highway cuts 
slightly inland and one gazes ot 
over fog-fed bean fields or groups of 
hay stacks at the serene blue of the - 
ocean. At Oceanside there are two 
miles of disagreeable dirt road that 
would churn butter in a steve. 
However, the coast route is paved 
completely through Oceanside, and 
will be uncovered shortly. Look 
out for the nailheads on the South 
Oceanside bridge, since they poke 
thesnselves hungrily tirewards and 
have brought grief to several parties. 

After a half hour more of pleas- 
ant driving along the beach front 
the route curves up around the beau- 
tiful terraces of Del Mar to the 
Torrey Pines grade, a respectable 
high-gear test for almost any ma- 
chine. From the crest of Torrey 
Pines, with its gnarled old veterans 
that have laughed at the storme of 
the years, there is no paving until 
one reaches San Diego, except & 
short block or two in La Jotla. This 
dirt stretch of approximately three 
miles is in fine shape, however, and 
will be paved in the near future. 

Returning by the inland route, the 
road leaves San Diego through Mur- 
ray Canyon with its vistas of bottom 
land and ranch-houses. Low hills 
studded with rock outcroppings and 
dotted with grazing cattle trail off 
to a horizon of blue ranges with & 
jagged skyline. One passes through 
the tranquil “manana” town of Ber- 
nardo with its several stores and 
dance hall, and over the Poway 


grade. 

At Escondido the road will soon 
be routed through Juniper street, 4 
residence avenue that been 
greatly improved over the old and 
more unsightly entrance to the town, 
Leaving the Escondido Chamber of 
Commerce with its group of genial 
politicians behind, the road Sits 
through San Marcos and along 
green banks of the.empty San 
Rey River. 

Fallbrook ts the next metropolis 
on the itinerary. North of Fali- 
brook Hill one enters the picturesque 
Red Mountain country, and is soon 
over the Riverside county Ine and 
on good roads once more. The 
Temecula grade soon shows up aheag@ 
and the beautiful vista of the Te- 
mecula Valley spreads itself before 
the motorist. 

The remaining distance to Los “P- 
geles is completely paved with t 
exception of about three miles of 
bumpy roadbed through Elsinore 
and a short stretch in Perris.

trucks, production of which began 
July 22, at the rate of 200 a day. 

The principal reasons for the wide 
use of this make of car were the 
“ease of making repairs, cheapness 
of operation, the possibility of large 
production in a minimum time, the 
extremely low initial cost and the 
fact that it can be used where most 
other vehicles cannot,” said Mr. 
Baker. 

Of the two other types of passen- 
ger car the Dodge and the Cadillac, 
the rcport says: “It was found after 
exhaustive tests that the chassis as 
now being manufactured for the 
army by the Dodge and Cadillac 
companies were the best adapted to 
army needs.

In the event of a law for 
biddthg the holding of a fair without royal 
perm ssion, the king would send his glove 
to the town as a token of his consent. 
| In ‘Liverpool, a hand was exhibited in 
front of the town hall ten days before and 
aft each fair day, to signify that no person 
coming to or going from the fair might be 
arrested for debt, within the town’s pre 
cincts. 

- At Paignton Fair, Exeter, an immense 
plum pudding was.drawn through the town 
by four yoke of oxen, and afterward dis- 
tributed for the crowd. Its ingrediefts 
were: 400 pounds of flour, 170 pounds of 
beet, 140 pounds, of raisins, and 240 
eggs. It was boiled in a brewer's copper 
for three days and nights. :

parts for the army shoes. I have a list of 
awards made not long ago to certain leather 
companies which make parts. Among them 
are 9,000,000 half soles, over 3,000,000 march- 
ing top-lifte mnd hundreds of thousands 
of other parts, each costing from 7 to 65 
cents, according to the part of the shoe for 
which it is.used. 


Sewing Machine that Seems to 
Have Human Brain. 


HE shoes for the soldiers are sewed 
shoes. They are the type known as the 
Goodyear welt, the parts being sewed by 
the Goodyear welt sewing machine, Three 
different. soles are sewed together and the 
uppers are pulled over and sewed to the 
soles by a complicated niachine that works 
as though it had human fingers and, you 
might almost say, a human brain. 
Machines here do all the work that the 
cobblers of the past did by hand. The 
leather is rolled by machinery and shaved 
to the right thickness before the dies are 
used, This rolling takes the place of the lap 
stone of the cobbler. The shoes are lasted 
by machinery, and the heels, after they are 
nailed on in the rough, are trimmed into 
shape and finished by revolving knives 
which will trim 1500 pairs of heels in a day. 
By the welt machine one man can sew 600 


pairs of shoes in a day. The old cobbler 


could not do fifteen pairs In that time. I 
saw soles a half inch thick sewed together 
ir eighteen seconds. 

I was interested in watching them put the 
nailg into the heels. They all go in at one 
time, being pressed and clinched by thé ma- 
chine, and that with a single movement of 
the hand of the operator. The old cobbler 
had to drive each nail separately and he 
clinched it by pounding it against a tool of 
tough steel.’ Very often the clinching was 
not properly done and the nail prodded the 
flesh @ the wearer. 

With the modern heeling machine one 
man can put in over 2000 pairs of heels in 
one day. 
and they drop into holes in a plate which 
corresponds roughly to the shape of the 
heel. The operator pulls the plate forward 
and then places the heel in ,the machine 
and the shoe on top of the h He then 
moves a lever and the ten nails are driven 
in and clinched, holding the hee! tightly in 
place. After the heel is trimmed, another 
machine scours ft with sandpaper” 
knife descends and chops off the front, 
leaving the heel curved or straight, ‘ag :d4e- 
sired.

there was only one pair of shoes in every 
34,000 that did not come up to the specifi-

bid no thought of surrender; their very 
names suggest their courage—John Reid, 
Thomas Jolly, Dick Hawke, Patrick Hall, Bill 
Martin, Geoffrey Blackwell, and 600 others 
as sturdy. 

The French forces, besides the garrison, 
may have been 3000 (the figures for both 
Sides are guesswork of contemporary ac- 
counts.) They had had a choice allotment 
of guns, arrows, huge shields and movable 
wooden shelters used to protect the bones 
of the men in advance. Warfare was not 
highly developed at this time; there was no 
attempt at combined movements, of concen-

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ANCHESTER (N. H.)—The shoe of 
the soldier! I have a pair of the 
largest worn in the trenches before 
me as I am writing these notes. 

They have been made after recommenda- 
tions sent over by Gen. Pershing, and they 
are larger and better than any shoe formerly 
supplied to the army. The shoes worn by 
civilians range in size from fives to elevens 
or twelves. Ex-President Taft wears No. 
15, but he has his shoes made to order. 
They are made by a company here in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The new sizes made for the soldier range 

* from eight and one-half to fifteen. The 

shoes on my desk are No. 15. They are 80 
large that I could put the No. 8 I have on 
inside one and it would rattle around like 
a pea in a pod. They are heavy. The old 
army shoe weighs about three pounds per 
pair. The new ones weigh two pounds 
more, They have a steel horseshoe round 
the heel and a steel tip at the toe, well 
suited for booting the Kaiser or any Boche 
that may come over the top. The sole is 
plated with hob nails, and a row of hobs 
extends in and around the inner edge of 
the heel. 


There are no Rough Places 
Inside These Shoes. 


HE leather of the new army shoes is 

the finest that can be procured. The 
uppers are as smooth and soft as a glove, 
but thick and heavy, with the grain side 
out and the smooth side next the foot. I 
put my hand inside one of the shoes and 
felt about for tacks or rough places. There 
are nore. The tongues are sewed to the 
uppers, which come high up over the in- 
step. The shoes have cotton lace strings 
and the eyelets are brass. The leather is 
bark tanned and waterproof. The sole is 
heavy, and especially fitted for work in the 
trenches. The large sizes are due to the 
need of roomy, well fitting shoes for march- 
irg, and also to the fact that the men in the 
trenches often wear two or three pairs of 
stockings, one over the other, to keep out 
the cold. They sometimes soak their stock- 
ings with tallow, which adds to their thick- 
ness. 


The soldiers must have the right kind of 
shoe in order to do their work well. In 
the Franco-Prussian War not less than 30,- 
000 German soldiers were at one time in- 
capacitated for field service on account of 
bad feet, and before this.war began 7 per 
cent. of the German army was found unfit 
for military service through sore feet, due 

_ to bad shoes. In our Civil War whole brt- 
gades were temporarily disabled by bad 
shoes, and after several days’ marching 
one-fourth of the infantry would have sore 
feet. It was the quick step of Stonewall 
Jackson’s foot-cavalry that gave the South 
its victory at the second battle of Bull Run; 
end Waterloo was lost because the French 
reinforcements failed to arrive. Both Na- 
poleon and Wellington, the leaders of that 
battle, realized the value of good footgear. 
Napoleon said he made war not so much 
with the arms as with the legs of his troops, 
and Wellington designed a boot which was 
worn by the British army for years. 


Prior to the present war our army shoe | 


board spent several years studying the feet 
of.the soldiers and designing the service 
shoe which was used up to the time we 
sent men to France. The head of that 
board wags Edward Lyman Munson, lieuten- 
ant-colonel of the Medical Corps, who has 
written a book on the soldier's foot and the 
military shoe. In this he gives the results 
of experiments made upon the feet of our 
army. In 1908 a battalion of infantry 
marched eight miles and then camped for 
twenty-four hours. The next day it +e 
turned. The army shoe board found that 

_ 80 per cent. of the men had severe foot 
injuries after their eight-mile tramp, and 
that many of them required hospital treat- 
ment. in fater marches in shoes designed 
and fitted by the board the most of the men 
got through without injury. 


Each Foot Strikes the Ground One 
Thousand Times per Mile. 


N ORDINARY marching Col. Munson est!- 
mates that the soldier takes an average 
step of thirty inches and that in traveling 
one wine eaca root strikes the ground 1000 
times. This means that in an eighteen-mile 
rch the soldier’s foot strikes the ground 
6,000 times, and if he has a rough place in 
is shoe that place gives his foot 18,000 in- 
fide rubs or throws him out of action 
uring the march. 
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The army shoe board found that the men 
were not fit to pick their own shoes. They 
found that the average man wears shoes 
two sizes too small, and that his foot swelis 
and enlarges while marching. Two-thirds 
of the soldiers were wearing short shoes, 
and it was only two out of 200 who would 
naturally select shoes too large for them. 

At present the feet of the soldiers are 
fitted according to rule. One way is to load 
the soldier with full equipment of about 
forty pounds welght and have him stand on 
a platform in hig bare feet. His feet are 
then measured and ample room is given for 
expansion. The average shoe is about a 
size larger than the measurements and the 
soldiers are shown how to break in their 
footgear. The government gives them 
directions as to the care of the feet, and 
the officers have to examine the feet of the 
men and see that they are all right. Special

It has 
recipes are given as to the treatment of blis- 
ters and corns, and the men are even shown 
how to cut their toe nails. The nails should 
be cut squarely across to prevent their 
growing in at the corners, and misshapen 
or clubbed nails are pared down. 

All foot diseases are well knows to the 
army, and flat feet and broken arches are 
good reasons to exempt a man from the 
draft. The draft board, however, should 
be careful to note the difference between 
a flat foot which ig real and that which is 
only apparent. The negro’s foot is fatter 
than that of the Caucasian and yet it does 
not interfere with marching. There are cer- 
tain white men who have feet which are 
negroid in character, and in some the mus- 
cular development of the sole almost fills 
up and obliterates the foot arch. The foot- 
prints of such men resemble those of flat 
feet, but the men can march all right and 
there should be no exemption in their cases. 
The true flat foot looked at from the side is 
flattened over the instep, and at the front 
the inner part of the side of the foot seems 
to be sunken. If the man steps in a basin 
of water and then walks over the bare floor 
the whole or greater part of the foot arch 
will be registered in the imprint. There are 
many stocky, muscular feet which give no 
pain in marching, although you might think 
otherwise to look at them. 


Factories are Making Five Thousand - 
Pairs of Shoes per How 


T TAKES an enormous amount of leather 
to make footgear for the army. By the 
time this letter is published the number of 
shoes made for the soldiers will approxi- 


THE NEW TOorTwEan OF THE SOLDIER. 


It was to tell you how the army shoe is 
made that I came to Manchester. Here is 
the chief establishment of the McElwain 
Shoe Company, which has twenty-two plants 
in different parts of New England, and 
which since the war began has at times 
been turning out shoes for soldiers at the 
rate of 40,000 pairs per day. The company 
was making army shoes for our government 
before the war broke out, and after that it 
furnished many shoes for the allies. The 
French government tried to arrange with 
this company through its buyers in New 
York, but the McElwaing preferred to make 
their contracts direct and sent a man to 
Paris. He brought back an order for 300,000 
pairs to be made after our army patterns 
with slight modifications. Later on the com- 
pany got more contracts from France, Ru- 
mania, Belgium and other countries, so that 
they had made 1,000,000 pairs of shoes for 
Allies before we declared war.

mate 30,000,000 pairs; and the factories will 
be turning out additional pairs at the rate 
of 1,500,000 per month. They will make 
50,000 pairs per day or about 5000 per hour 
for each hour of the working day all the 
year through. The leather for these shoes 
comes only from the firmest and best part 
of the hide. It is from a wide strip above 
the belly and behind the shoulders extend- 
ing over the back to the root of the tail. It 
is known as the, bend. The strip is so small 
that only five pairs of shoes can be made 
from one skin, so that the animals required 
for each day’s output number 10,000. Every 
pair of army shoes requires at least four 
square feet of such leather, so that at a 
rough calculation the product of one day 
would be enough to make a leather belt a 
foot wide and forty miles long. The shoes for 
one month would take enough leather to 
make a belt reaching from Chicago to Bos- 


HE army shoes of today are made in a 
~ far different way from those worn by 
our troops in the Revolutionary War. The 
colonial shoemaking was done by cobblers 
who traveled about from house to house, 


family. They made their’ own lasts, and 
sometimes they would whittle down the big 
lasts for men when they had to make shoes 
for the women and children. Some cobblers 
had shops ten feet square, known 4s ten- 
footers, in which they worked away with a 
lap board and awl. Roger Sherman, the 
signer of the Declaration of Independence, 
made shoes in that way, and Henry Wilson, 
afterward Vice-President and also chairman 
of military affairs in the Civil War, studied 
statesmanship while he worked as a cobbler 
at Natick, Mass. Wilson made twice as 


night. He once tried to make fifty pairs of 
shoes, a week's work, without stopping to 
sleep. But the job was great, and he 
dropped off when he was starting his forty- 
seventh pair. In 1856 there was a shoe 
maker at Lynn who was able to average 
over fifteen pairs of shoes in a day and his 
wages were $3.50. Like all the early cob- 
on blers, he made the whole of the shoe from

Among the advantages vege- 
tables are saving in waste; saving in prepa- 
ration for cooking—no peeling, etc.;—sav- 
ing in space; saving in cost; saving in tin, 


- lumber, labor, freight and handling charges; 


no logs or damage to vegetables by the farm- 
ers; no loss or damage to vegetables by the 
wholesaler; no loss or damage to vegetables 
by the retailer;-no loss or damage to vege- 
tables by consumer. 

Some people have failed to enthuse dver 
dried vegetables because they do not know 
how to prepare them. They should be 
soaked in wWater for four to twenty-four 
hours before cooking, when they are prac- 
tically indistinguishable from the fresh or 
canned product. Then the cooking should be 
slowly done, approximating in this respect 
the process of the fireless cooker. 

As whole wheat flour is opposed by the 
millers, so has the drying of vegetables been 
discouraged by the tin manufacturers. Yet 
there will always be a large demand for tin, 
for canned products that cannot well be 
dried. 

‘The Geographical Magazine fecently gave 
@ list of twenty-four establishments in the 
United States that are drying vegetables. 
There should be as many as that in every 
State. Also small home dryers. Then we 
mente not hear of vegetables going to waste.

Searcely a day passes in which I do not 
receive ja letter from some unfortunate

} One of the latest of these to report is a 
nurse. At the age of 18 her tonsils were 
dut out. Six years later, having a pain in 
her side, she went to a physician, who told 
her he would examine her, under an anes- 
thetic. While ghe was under the anes- 
thetic he cut out her right ovary, part of a 
llopian tube and the appendix, remarking | 
a the appendix was “somewhat too 
Ipng.” I suppose they were not wearing 
them so long, at that time. To witness this 
operation about thirty sudents were present. 

Six years later this woman went to an- 
other M.D. who declared that she had a 
floating kidney, and operated on one of 


those. Since then she has had several 


curettements. 

Some independent physicians are begin- 
ning to talk out about these operations— 
outrages I might say. Here, for instance, is 
an extract from an article by Elmer 
Lee, M.D., in Health Culture: 

“] see as patients many young married 
women who tell me that their doctor re- 
ferred them to a surgeon for operation. 
They are in dread of the surgical method 
of treatment and want to know if it is 
really necessary. 

“IT heard an old Philadelphia surgeon ex- 
press sorrow for having done so much harm 
to women by doing needless operations on 
them. Operations on women are danger- 
ous; costly in damage to health and a rage 
with surgeons. The patients are referred 
to them by other doctors. 

“Almost any woman is liable to have her 
case referred to a surgeon and only a few 
of them will escape the knife. Bad food 
and neglect of person with lack of good en- 
vironment bring derangement to health, 
and thousands on thousands of such cases 
begame, operating material for surgery. 

“Operations on wombs and ovaries and 
intestinés or other internal organs usually 


- only make patients worse than before the 


operation. I am aware how difficult it is to 
control patients and satisfy them, and as 
a recourse, many of them pass to surgeons. 
- “S¢4e sald by a medica) man of distinc- 


tion that most of the diseases incident to 


woman can be traced to derangements of 
their nervoug systems as a result of the 
abuse of sex relations. I incline to the 
same view, based on my experience.” 

On the same subject Dr. Alma C. Arnold, 
an experienced physician, writes: 

“I think surgery, particularly orthopaedic 
surgery, ig a science that has made marvel- 


' ous strides in the last hundred years, and 


more than ever in this world war. My hat 
goes off to the surgeon who prevents dis- 
aster, especially since he has learned that 
nature, given half a chance, makes many 
an operation unnecessary. Giving nature a 
chance méans that through hygiene, simple 
foods and the omission of strong antiseptics 
some of the worst wounds are healed. An

Tt wae not In 
Lent or during a season of feuting that Joan 
first heard the yolces, a matter of interest 
to psychologists, and it waa after the 
visions, so she testified, that she grew 
thoughtful and began to seek solitude and 
prayer. Her special saints were Saint 
Catherine, the patron and protectress of 
' young girls, St. Michael, and St. Margaret. 

At her trial she thus described the first 
coming of the voices. “When I was 13 years 
old, I had a voice from God to help me in 
my conduct. And the first time, I was in 
great fear. It came, that voice, about mid- 
day, in summer time, in my father’s garden. 
I had not (in answer to a question) fasted 
on the previous day. I heard the voice from 
the right side towards the church, and I 
rarely hear it without seeing a light.” . 

Mr. Anatole France who takes the view 
that she was “forever wrapped in ecstasy” 
states: “her visions were neither feigned 
nor produced by trickery. She really be- 
lieved that she heard voices which spoke to 
her and came from no human lips. No man 
cah suspect her of falsehood.” Various 
scientists have studied the case, reporting, 
as does Dr. Dumas, that nervous or hys- 
terical conditions are wanting in Joan. “As 
regards her intelligence and her will, Jeanne 
remained sane and upright. Nervous 
pathology can scarcely throw a feeble glim: 
mer of light on .a part of this soul. Mr. 
Myers, another specialist, defines Joan as an 
ecstatic and says that in ecstasy extraneous 
spirits are admitted. 

Leaving such discussion to the ghouls of 
the soul, most persons accept the bias of 
Mr. Lang, who says: “I decline to think that 
in a sense not easily defined, Jeanne was 
‘inspired,’ and I am convinced that she was 
a person of the highest genius. and of the 
noblest character. Without her genius and 
her character, her glimpses of hidden things 
(supposing th to have occurred) would 
have been of no avail in the great task of 
redeeming France. Another might have 
heard voices offering the monitions; but no 
other could have displayed her dauntiess 
courage and gift of encouragement; her 
sweetness of soul, and her marvelous and 
victorious tenacity of will.” 


Convinced that the “V oices”’ Were 
Real, She Seis Ferth. 


ONVINCED, reluctantly, that she must 
engage in perils utterly foreign to her 
woman's lot, Joan accepted her command— 
“Daughter of God, thou must leave thy vil- 
lage and go forth into France.” She set 
about overcoming the obstacles, the journey 
wf 450 miles through country largely hostile, 
nd over roadg infested by rebbers. Her 
ather’s horror of his dream obliged Joan 
to coneeal her final purpose in making a 
visit to a kinsman, Lassois. 

When the royal captain in the neighbor- 
hood, Baudricourt, advised Lassois to box his 
kinswoman'’s ears and take her home to her 
father, she wag not discouraged, and a few 
months\ later, in January, 1429, she left 
Domremy, never to see it again. After a 
visit with her cousing again, she succeeded 
by persistent efforts in getting an escort to 
take her to the King. The desperate situa- 
tion of France had helped her to secure the 
hearing which she had so long been refused. 

The Hundred Years’ War between France 
and England was still in progress, and at 
this time France was hopelessly divided be- 
tween two factions, the Burgundians and 
Orleanists. The brilliant English King, 
Henry V, seized the opportunity to renew 
the invasions. The civil strife rending 
France had been terrible. Charles VI had 
suddenly gone insane while on a long march 
and killed four of his attendants before he 
could be restrained. The King’s uncle, the 
power 
tion while the King’s brother, the young 
Duke of Orleans, was his rival. 

Two terrible murders now formed a turn- 
ing point In French history. The Duke of 
Orleans was murdered in Paris, and Sfteon 
years later his party, now called the Armag- 

paces, from the Count of Armagnac, murdered 
' the Duke of Burgundy, who had been per- 
suaded to hold an interview with the 
Dauphin on a bridge at Montereau. 
Duke was kneeling before the 16-year-old 
boy, the Dauphia, when he was suddenly set 
upon and slain. 

The new Duke of Burgundy, infuriated at 
this treachery, entered into an alliance with 
England, arranging by treaty that on the 
death of the Insane king, Henry V of Eng- 
land should become king of France also. 
Henry died, however, just before the insane 
ruler, and left a baby son, Henry VI, less 
than a year old. However, the Bureundian 
party recognized Henry VI as the heir to 
France, and tilngs were in such @ state that 
the Dauphin, supported by the Orleanists, 
had very little in his possession.

was held by the Hngliish. 


Orleans was the Key to the region held 
by the Dauphin, the key to the interior of 
France, It bioc’ed the way of the Enelish 
to the south, and ifit fell,as seemed certain, 
the English would. sweep over the whole of 
the country. Charles seemed helpless to do 
anything to avert the disaster; all efforts to 
break through the line of fortifications 
around the city and relieve it had failed. 

The ridiculous battle of the Herrings was 
ah attempt on the part of the French to cut 
off great stores of supplies, mainly of dried 
herrings, on their way to the English. The 
French were defeated, and the English made 
merry over their banquets on the fish. Now 
the most marvelous episode of all history 
Was at hand. Without a check, Joan of Are 
was to accomplish her mission of leading 
the Dauphin to be crowned in Rheims. With- 
in a few days she had brought provisions 
into Orleans by boat, taken the fortifications, 
and broken the siege. 

On the 6th of March, 1425, she had first 
appeared at the Dauphin’s court. On the 
i7th of July following, what is called the 
Coronation campaign was over, and the 
Dauphin had been crowned at Rheims, end- 
ing the mission of Joan, though not her stay 
with the army. This victorious march to 
the great cathedral through the country 
held by thé enemy seemed ag impossible 
as the relief of Orleans itself. 

The Duke of Lorraine had sent Joan a 
letter of safe conduct, anda horse had been 
purchased for her, upon which she rode the 
sixty or more miles to Nancy. But after all 
it was the skeptic Baudricourt who finally 
set her upon her way to the King. It is said 
that Joan went to him in February, saying, 
“You are too slow in sending me; this day 
near Orleans, a great disaster has befallen 
the gentle Dauphin.’ The captain was as- 
tounded six days later to learn of the battle 
of the Herrings, and began to regard the 
Maid not as a silly girl, but ag a witch or 
inspired by God. The stout and joliy Bau- 
dricourt now gave way and the girl was 
fitted out, changing her peasant’s dress of 
red cloth for the tunic, long breeches, hoots 
and spurs of a page and she rode away 
saying, “To do this deed I was born.” 

It was a strange scene when she was led 
into the court at Chinon. Three hundred 
knights were present, dreésed in velvet and 
cloth of gold, in crimson and azure. The 
Maid was not confused, but came forward 
to say simply and quietly to the Dauphin, 
“Most noble lord Dauphin, I come from God 
to help you and your realm.” The secret 
sign which she was to give the Dauphin 
she refused to divulge, but she convinced 
him of her divine missien, apparently by 
knowledge of some matter he believed 
known only to himself. | 

There was a long delay again while 
Charles sent to Domremy to inquire about 
the Maid, and she herself. had to go to 
Toitiers, to be questioned by the professor 
of theology and other professors. These 
doctors reported after tedious examinations 
that they found nothing evil in her or con- 
trary to the Catholic religion.

and the heroic Maid. 

* The military genius and the 
absolute and utter sincerity af 
Joan are no longer questioned. 
Her military career occurred be- 
tween 17 and 18 years of age, at * 
which period of life Napoleon, 
Cromwell and other leaders had 
not made themselves known by 
great battles, yet her military 
intuitions, her knowledge of ar- 
tilery, of when and how to 
strike, and her anticipation of 
what the enemy would do, indi- 
cate the insight of genius. Her 
judgment of.the temper of the

About 6 
o'clock at night, we went up to the dining- 
room, There were many ladies and gentle- 
men present at the table. They all looked 
at me and they seemed to be wanting to 
laugh at my appearance, but through their 
pity for me, they soon became my friends. 
The ladies wore different dresses than my 
mother and sisters did. The men also had 
different dresses. They did not dress the 
way I had seen the men. in Const@ntinople. 
They had funny black coats, with tails in 
their back. An old French gentleman 
looked at my night shirt and dirty fes, and 
he could guess that I came from Armenia. 
He came near and spoke to me, but I could 
not understand him. He was speaking in 
Greek and French. I told him in Turkish 
that I Was an Armenian, but he could not 
understand what I was talking about. A 
tall very good looking man came to my 
rescue. He was speaking Armenian, but ! 
could hardly understand him. He was a mer- 
chant from Smyrna. He told me has was an 
Armenian, but I did not believe him, be- 
cause he had light hair and he simply did not 
look like the Armenians in Armenia did.

E-next day about 6 o'clock we entered 


the Gulf of Smyrna. Fifteen minutes . 


later we neared the harbor. Here every- 
thing seemed different than Constantinople. 
My Armenian friends were explaining to me 
the different buildings and ships. I did not 
notice any minarets here, like in Constantt- 
nople, The steamer did not enter the har- 
bor, I do not know for what reason. Every 
one of my friends had left me. No one 
seemed to look for me, and I began to cry. 
A few minutes later a young lady escorted 
by a tall and good-looking man came near 
me, and the lady, just as if she were my 
real mother, took me in her arms and 
kissed me. They were my new parents. 
They seemed to be satisfied with their 
choice, and I was so glad that they really 
cared for me. 

- We reached the pier in a motor boat, 
my mother wag holding me close to her 
always, and father was asking me ques 
tions about my trip. I was surprised about 
Smyrna; I had always thought that it be

We walked about ten minutes 
and came to my father’s office. It was in 
a court, and the court was filled with sacks 
and bales, He was a merchant. Most all 
of the Armenians, Greeks, Turks and 
Frenchmen I met I could not tell their dif- 
ferences. They all were lighter complexion 
than the people I had met in the other 
cities... They dressed very clean and wore 
European dresses. Only the porters dressed 
like we did in Armenia. 

Before going home, my father took me to 
a clothing store and bought me a new suit. 
It was the first suit and pants I had ever 
had. I took my night shirt off, and when I 
looked at the mirror, dressed in my suit, 
I could hardly recognize myself. 

We went back to the office. Mother was 
waiting for us, she liked my new suit very 
much and kissed me again. I was surprised 
to see women go on the streets all alone. 
We came to-a pier later on, and took a 
little steamer. After fifteen minutes we 
came to a little city, it was across the bay

The night scene from our house was very 
beautiful; we had all Smyrna burning in 
lights before us, across the bay. 

We came home, mother asked one of the 
servants to show me to my room. She took 
me to the second floor, and cleaned my 
face. 1 was ready for dinner. Both father 
and mother had changed their clothes. 
Father wore that funny black dress like the 
men in the ship wore. Before the massacre 
IT had never sat in a chair, and had not seen 
a table. But the tables and furniture of 
my: new home excelled that of any I had 
seen. I was so lucky and happy that I could 
hardly answer the questions of my parents. 
After dinner, we went to our porch on the 
third floor, and enjoyed the beautiful 
scene. Father did not smoke, but he had 
another habit, which I liked very much. His 
pockets were full of candy and chocolates. 
He told me I could help myself any time 
I had never before tasted candy so you can 
imagine how much I liked them. 


The First Time ] Ever Went

NE thing I was surprised at was the 

lights—they lit them without matches. 
I noticed my mother did not do any work at 
all. I compared her with my real mother, 
many times. About 8 o’clock we went out 
for a walk.

Every morning and 
night I had to go home on a steamer. At 
noon I had my lunch at school. We used 
to eat four times a day. Morning, noon, at 
about 3 o'clock in the afternoon, and at 7 
or 8 o’clock in the evening I used to eat 
my $3 o’clock lunch at school. My father 
paid five liras ($20) every month including 
my two lunches and tuition. 


In our class there were Greek, Ar- 
menian, French and Turkish boys. I was 
very much surprised when the Christian 
boys whipped the Turks and got away wig? 
it. I took my revenge from a little Turkish 
boy by having a fight with him. But later I 
wag sorry because I found out that he was 
the nicest boy in the school, and he became 
my best friend. The Turks were afraid of 
the Greek and Armenian boys just like we 
were afraid of the Turkish boys in Armenia, 

It did not take long for me to learn 
French. Because outside the Greek, Ar 
menian and Turkish lessons all of us had 
to speak French. We used to buy sixteen 
coins, it was school money. They cost us 
4 cents for sixteen, and we had to pay one 
for fine every time we spoke a different lan. 
guage than French. 

I liked nothing more than the American 
detective stories. I read Nat Pinkerton, 
Nick Winter, Nick Carter and others. I 
was a great friend of the cinema too. And 
I liked the American western pictures the 
most. I always thought that everybody in 
America dressed like the cowboys did. 

One afternoon we came to the pier to 
catch our steamer for home, and we noticed 
a Japanese warship, we were so amused, we 
had never seen any Japanese or Chinese 
people as there are none in Smyrna. We 
watched them for hours and nick-named 
them the “little men.” 
| was surprised to find the Turks of 
Smyrna the kindest people of all. They 
were so nice, and always willing to do a 
favor. I do not see how these fine men can 
stand to be called murderers before the. 
world, because of their government's atrosi- 
ties.- They all disliked the Turkish govern- 
ment and spoke Greek and French most of 
the time. The Armenians of Smyrna, 99 
per cent. were well to do. I did not find 
Armenians in Smyrna among the laboring 
class. They were bankers, lawyers, mer- 
chants, presidents of large corporations, 
clerks, department store owners and navi- 
gators. Here is where the “Pen was 
mightier than the sword.” 


A Trip to the Holy Land Was

HEN I was 14, I graduated from the 
St. Francis College. My father was 
very proud of me, because I was the 
youngest boy in our class. As a graduation 
present, he sent me on a trip to the Holy 
Land under the care of Capt. Simon, his best 
friend. I visited, during this trip, Alexan- 
dria, Tripoli, Cairo, Pireus, Athens, Port 
Said, Beirut, Jaffa, Jerusalem and Bethlehem.

My parents were simple folk. We lived 
in a house composed of two rooms. In these 
two rooms lived my father and mother, my 
big brother, and my two sisters. My father 
Was the proud janitor of the church. He 
had many duties to perform and was the 
most impertant person in the Village next 
to the priest. He had to clean the church, 
look after the boys who played “hookie.” 
He waited until the sun was up, so that he 
could let the people know. He made all 
the holy bread used every Sunday in the 
church. In addition to this he was also the 
undertaker of the village. There was a 
mosque in the village, but it only was a 
wooden shack, and we were proud of our 
church. 


Next door to us lived my uncle and his 
family. Their house was not very much 
larger than ours. Although he was richer 
than we were—because he owned a cow 
and had more children than my father, my 
uncle, too, was one of the most important 
men of the village. He owned two books 
and was able to read them. 

My aunt, mother and sisters wore the 
“shalvar” as did our fathers, only the “wide 
pants,” as I called them later, the women 
folk wore were much wider than the one 
the men wore. We boys, until the age of 
30 (for 30-year-old boys were not grown- 
ups ther® they were still boys, and had to 
obey their fathers,) wore night shirts. 
We had no pants, and with the night shirts, 
we had coats and a sort of a fez. In our 
house our father had all to gay, no one 
could ever refuse him. My mother did not 
have to say anything in the house any 
more than our sisters. She always ad- 
dressed my father “mister,” and was very 
polite to him. She was considered the 
luckiest woman in the village, because she 
did not have to work—all she had to do 
was to bake’our bread, weave our coats, 
prepare night shirts and socks, and do gen- 
eral housework. 


It is said that wine was first made by 
Noah, after he descended from Mount Ar- 
arat, following the great flood. Therefore 
my father and everyone of us used wine, 
but there were no drunk people in all. the 
village. We used wine at our dinners and 
supper. 

When I was about 6 years old, my father 
decided it was time for me to begin my edu- 
cation. So he took me to an old lady who 
kept school. | remember distinctly I was 
crying and did not want to go, but I had to 
obey my father. The lady who was to be 
my teacher was more than 60 years old. I 
first took her for a witch. Shé was not 
only a schoolkeeper, but she also was the 
doctor of the village. They used doctors 
there only when a new baby wanted to 
come to earth She, as we were told, 
went and took the babe from the Pegg 


there. This woman was very h to us 
boys. We had to sit still and if ever 
dared to make any noise she had a stick 
handy. All we had to do was to sit and 
listen to her stories of ghosts, goblins and 
the massacres. She told us how bad boys 


went to the red hot hell after their death, 
and scared us all. Almost every night I 
had bad dreams and nightmares; fortunate- 
ly I slept next to my sister, and there were 
others in the same room, that gave me 
comfort. 

One day, however, our teacher was called

mother told him that the stork had brought 
it through our teacher. He did not be 
lieve my mother, and insisted on her telling 
him the truth. His mother was ill, and 
everyone in the house was trying to calm 
him, but in vain. They told him all they 
could think of, they said they took it from 
the well.

in the village went to bed 
with the sunset. We did not use 
lights. We did not sleep on beds like the 
American boys do, but the floor was our 
beds. We had large and comfortable pil- 
lows. The place we slept, although on the 
floor, was very comfortable.

We first went to church, 
came back for breakfast which consisted of 
pure milk, bread and home made batter. 
After our breakfast the grewn-ups went to 


work in the field, while some of us boys

We came home at 5 o'clock, went 
to church again. We played a little, after 
which supper followed; as soon as it was 
dark, we went to bed. 

I was 7 years old when the greatest 
event I had ever seen occurred. It was a 
wedding. The bride and groom were not al- 
lowed to see each other until after their 
wedding. Unlike the Americans, their par- 
ents the “seeing” for them. The wed- 
ding feast lasted thirty days, none of the 
villagers worked during the feast. © 

I was about 9 years old whenfit was time 
for me to change my school and go to the 
main school. I had to go to this school too, 
because my own father was the guard of it. 
Our teacher was the village priest, he was 
an old man of about 65, and was the only 
person in the village who used eyeglasses. 
The hours of this school were the asme as 
the old lady’s. The school had two rooms, 
each of us had one book, a reader; the gov- 
ernment would not allow us to have more. 
The first thing in the morning we-had our 
reading lesson, after that we had a little 
writing, and in the afternoon we took sing- 
ing lessons for the church choir. The 
priest-teacher was a dual personality, I 
learned that the second day I was at school. 
As a priest I had known him always, he was 
the kindest person in the village, but—as a 
teacher he was all different. 

The second day that I had been to school, 
he did not seem to be in his right mood. 
Someone made a noise which he did not 
like. I did not even know anything about 
it, when I was accused. He took me 
by my ear, pulling it so hard that I 
thought sure enough by the time he got 
through with it, it would have been twice 
acs long ag the other one. This was not all 
that was coming to me. He took me out of 
the room, tied me to a chair, and beat me 
with a stick much larger than the one my 
first teacher had and when he thought I 
had had enough of it, I could not step on 
my feet.

Bible as a book. Uniortunately they dis- 
covered one book from our house, my 
father had hidden it in the ceiling. This 
was considered sufficient crime to imprison 
a man for life. Another sign of the sudden 
raids on innocent houses was massacre, for 
they always searched for guns and arms 
before butchering the people, so that we 
would not defend ourselves. 


That night, they burned all the books 
they had found. The next day arrests be- 
gan, and my father was arrested with the 
other owners of the books. They took 
them away to the prison. The next day we 
saw a regiment of soldiers coming to the 
village. It wag certain death for us, so all 
we could do was to pray, so that God would 
céme to our help. There were many red 
blooded men in the village. But long be- 
fore the Turks planned for a massacre, they 
searched for arms; we could not fight 
trained soldiers with our hands. 

A month later, my father and most of the 
prisoners returned home, the metropolitan 
of the large city had secured their release 
with hig promise that they would not read 
books any more. Two of the prisqners were 
already hanged without trials, and three of 
them were held for life imprisonment. The 
bishop was not successful in securing their 
release. In the happiness of having our 
fathers back, we forget about the massacre, 
and once more we resumed our happy and 
simple life. 

A month later, him came another sad 
event. Some gendarmes raided our school 
and found a newspaper and a history of 
Armenia in our teacher's possession. They 
closed the school, and the priest was taken 
to the big city for trial. After that we had 
a new priest and a new teacher, a young man 
who was well educated. 

Up to this time, my ninth year, I did not 
know that there were any other cities and 
towns, much less did I ever suspect that 
the world extended outside the mountains 
I could see. I had never thonght of this, 
city.

We ran 
out, we did not know what direction to fol- 
low. I was with my elder sister Marriam, 
who had always been my protector. We lost 
our father and mother. The Turks looted 
every home, throwing people out, and they 
were dividing everything among them- 
selves. When they were through with this, 
they began to burn tiie houses, having 
killed all of the people who were in their 
houses. They rushed out and said that he 
who would accept Mohammedanism, would 
be spared. No one would accept. Then 
they «illed the man, some of them had al- 
ready tried suicide, They were killing people 
with guns, knives and any other weapon, 
their favorite sport seemed to be in cutting 
the bodies In halves. My God! I do not 
know how I was looking at this terrible 
sight, but I was so horrorstricken that I 
had almost lost my mind.

The first thing I remember after 
that, is, I found myself in a large room with 
many other boys, like me. I did not know 


what the place was, where it was, or how! . 


got there. 

A month later my mind was better. I 
could remember everything I had seen. I! 
was being tortured, and could not sleep at 


nights without first — in the memory. 


of my sad experiences, I could not drive 
the scene away from my eyes, I learned 
that five persons from our village survived. 
Three of them were iftsane. And since then 
1 have not heard from my birthplace. 1 
knew my father, mother and sisters were 
dead, but I have still faith that my brother 
might be living. Perhaps he may be in the 
army now, God only knows. 

From that day on, I pledged to let the 
civilized world know all about these mas- 
sacres. I @id not pledge revenge to the 
Turks, but I will do my bit and if necessary 
die, to save Armenia and the Armenians 
from such fates in the future. Imagine a 
once prosperous country of 30,000,000 of in- 
habitants, today reduced to hardly 2,000,000 
just because of their refusal to be members

I realized 
that I was an orphan, and what is more, !

The farmers have Hi- 
tle money to spend for necessities and none 
for luxuries ,and business is poor for the 
merchants. Everybody who has either com- 
modities or professional services to aell 
feels it. 


When, on the other hand. crops are gocd, 
agricultural products of all kinds move reg- 
ularly out of the city or town and keep the 
shippers busy. Money flows in and every- 
thing goes briskly forward. The farmers 
have money to spend, and spend it. Pros- 
perity and optimism are in the very alr. 

For the business and professional men 
and citizens generally in thé cities and 
towns to their utmost to provide the 
farmers with necessary labor in the rapidly 
approaching harvest crisis would, therefore, 
be common horse sense from a practtfcal 
business point of view, even were there no 
bigger and more vital things to be consid- 
ered. lf the growers are allowed to suffer 
through a preventable labor shortage, erery 
community that is in any degree dependent 
upon agricultural production for its normal 
prosperity will suffer as well. 

In helping the farmers hold their end of 
the battle line, the city and town people 
will not only be helping to overthrow the 
greatest menace that ever confronted the 
liberties and the material welfare of their 
country, but will be performing a very dfrect 
and practical service to their own communi- 
ties and themselves. 


THE HOMECROFTER 
AND OLD HI COST. 
BY UNCLE MARSH. 


The control of bugs and insects must be 


learned by all Homecrofters, sooner or 
later. It ig one of those subjects that you 
can soon get into your head after reading 
the bulleting on the subject and carrying 
out the instructions. You can easily forget 
what you read, but when you once go after 
the pests, the thing will come home to you. 
For the busy worker whose hours are not 
any too long for garden work I would say, 
in answer to an inquiry, that a two-bit 
package of Bordeaux mixture and the same 
size purchase of Black Forty (Nicotine.) to 
be used in one of those air pressure spray- 
ers illustrated on page 2 of the Farm and 
Tractor section of July 14, will cover prac- 
tically all of your needs. Full directions 
are printed on both of the articles men- 
tioned. 

The air pressure sprayer will come in all 
right for spraying the few trees on a home- 
croft and will be very yaluable in white- 
washing all about the place and especially 
useful in spraying the chicken roosts two 
or three times a month. There are little 
four-bit hand sprayers, holding about a 
guart of mixture that will do small work 
around a very small garden, but the acre- 
culturist should have the other machine as 
one of his first investments in outfit. Then 
read the government bulletins on the sub- 
ject of controlling garden insects and you 
will soon become proficient. To read them, 
and have no outfit to try out the imstruc-s 
tions, is of little avail. The two packages 
of Bordeaux Mixture and Black Forty are 
so concentrated that you can carry them 
home in your coat pocket. 

——AUTUMN POTATOES. 


A better crop of potatoes is usually real. 
ized from the autumn crop than from the 
spring crop and your summer potatoes will 
not keep in good condition much longer. 
The land where you have just grown beans 
will make a good plot for potatoes for the 
fall crop. Plant not later than August 10. 

From a week to ten days before planting 
you should irrigate the plot by flooding or 
sprinkling and gtve it several hours soak- 
ing, and the more the better. Then another 
irrigation, not so heavy, from two to four 
days before planting. This second wetting 
ig given to cool the soll and prevent the 
seed from burning. The heavy soil should 
be wet four days before plowing, and if 
sandy, only two days prior on this second 
wetting. As soon as the soll is in proper

THE MODERN BUSINESS FARMER, _ 
HIS WORKSHOP AND EQUIPMENT. 


it’s business, — 
This, in a sentence, describes the 
great change which has been brought about 
by the rapidly increasing prominence of 
agriculture, now admittedly the most im- 
portant of the Industries of the worjd. The 
conduct of a business calls for business men 
and business methods, and the farmer who, 
although fully realizing the necessity for 
hard physical labor and constant supervi- 
sion of the practical work, still finds time 
to study the ideas of others and to main- 
tain an office for his records and corre 
spondence, is no longer the exception. Hun- 
dreds of farmers, even though they must do 
their “book-work” in the evenings, find 
some time to spend in their offices almost 
daily. 

Many of the deals made between farmers 
are, to be sure, still closed over the top of 
a fefice to the accOMmpaniment of a whittled 
stick. And no farmer is to be criticised for 
his ways of doing business as long as he is 
sati8fied with results. One of the large live- 
stock firms in the State, consisting of three 
partners, keeps no books. Once each year 
this firm employs an expert book-keeper 
who makes up a statement upon the basis 
of the checks and memoranda accumylated 
during the year. [It is on the strength of 
this statement that the annual division of 
the company’s profits is made, and these run 
far into the thousands for each member. 
This concern has been following this hap- 
hazard system for years and all the mem- 
bers seem to be satisfied. Probably no 
other three men could be associated so long 
and operate by such loose methods. 

Yet there are hundreds of farmers and 
stockmen, formerly contented with guess- 
work, who, having beer converted into veri- 
table “system-flends, keep records of every 
transaction, figure profit and loss, weed out 
non-producers, belong to co-operative and 
mutual associatio:s and societies, read a 
great deal, clip and file useful information, 
keep up their correspondence and the 
records of their animals, and plan their 
work ahead. In fact, it has been said that 
it is the farmer who formerly was most 
slack im keeping records that fimally be 
comes the most enthusiastic over business 
methods.

THE FARM OFFICE. 

The word “business” usually calls to mind 
an office, and the farm office is the natural 
outgrowth of natural or awakened desire to 


apply businesg methods, as they are ordi 
narily known, to farm management. There 
are men who, formerly content to carry 
their records in a check book and a pocket 
note book, have become so rabidly “system- 
atized” that their equipment occupies an 
entire room im the house, or a separate 
building, fitted up as an office. The farm 
Office may commence with a desk and type- 
writer and develop with the farm and the 
owner’s interests. [nm fact there is reason 
to believe that the system and equipment 
which grow with the place and conform to 
the mature of the farmer’s business prove 
far more satisfactory than iron-clad rules 
and ready-made systems. Since no two farms 
are alike, it is difficult to apply, in detail, 
the same methods to all. While general 
principles of book-keeping and filing are the 
same in all cases, the individual farmer will 
add ideas and methods to suit himself. 

The keeping of an elaborate set of double 
entry books, involving the pse of journal 
and ledger, is undoubtedly exceptional on 
ordinary farms, although not uncommon in 
connection with big operations requiring 
the services of a book-keeper. The State 
agricultural colleges and the United States 
Department of Agriculture have worked out 
and published a number of systems of farm 
book and record-keeping, while various 
manufacturers have marketed equipment, 
record sheets, card index systems and fil- 
ing equipment which greatly simplify the 
proper tabulation of figures and the locating 
of information at any time. Many farmers 
have good success with the ruled books, 
which may be obtained from almost any 
stationer, arranged for keeping all the farm 
accounts in one volume. 

FIGURING DEPRECIATION. 


One of the most necessary items in cor- 
rect farm accounting is the figuring of de- 
preciation on equipment. No farm accounts 
are accurate upless this is taken into ac- 
count; yet there is probably as much varia- 
tion in estimating depreciation as in any 


other operation of book-keeping. Although 


the farmer may estimate the lowering in 
value of his machinery by the possible 
second-hand value and the care it has re- 
ceived, general figures are sometimes use- 
ful. The following table gives the annual 
average depreciation on various farm equip- 
ment, taken from a large number of eatl- 
mates: 

Grain binders, 8 per cent.; grain headers. 
6 per cent.; corn binders, 10 per cent.; 
corn planters, 7 per cent.; mowers, 8 per 
cent.; hay loaders, 12 per cent.; gang plows, 
7% per cent.; walking plows, 6 per cent.; 
wagons, 5 per cent.; discs, 5 per cent.; ma- 
nure spreaders, 12 per cent.: heavy harness, 
6 per cent.; stationary and portable cas en- 
gines, 7% per cent 

Tractor’ depreciation cannot be reliably 
estimated, the figures depending entirely up- 
on the machine itself and the care that it re- 
ceives. It is generally agreed, however, that 
the value of the tractor on the books should 
be reduced at least 25 per cent. for one sea- 
son's use, bei the figures on the resale 
value and the ure life of the machine. 
Some even co ‘end that 50 per cent. is not 
too much depreciation to figure after one 
year’s use, and about 10 per cent. a year 
thereafter. 

The farm will not show the earnings for 
the year to which it ts entitled if valuations 
are carried so high on the books as to make 
it a difficult matter to earn interest on the 
investment. It is always advisable, espe- 
cially when partners are interested, to carry 
the investment account as low as possible. 
In case of closing out the deal, the property 
may then be appreciated to its true value. 

COST ACCOUNTING. 


“Cost aceounting.” so-called, n 
terrors for the farmer, as it is not a difficult 
matter to evolve a system where it is 
possible to figure the actual cost an@ Ret 
returns for each crop or each branch of the 
tarm work, One of the simplest ways of ac- 
complishing this is by means of daily record 
sheets, on which the work of every man 
and team is entered, or a diary in which a 
short stcry of the day’s work is written. 
These may be combined at some later date 
into a complete record. Many a non-pro- 
ducing animal or non-paying crop has been 
detected by comparative cost accounting. 

Dairying is undoubtedly the branch of 
farming most affected by accounting and the 
keeping of records. The, subject of keeping 
dairy records fg one which has been covered 
by hundreds of articles and several books. 
The record system inventions of book- 
keepers and practical dairymen, put on the 
market for the benefit of others in the milk 
business, have proved of great assistance in 
solving the dairyman’s problem. Such 
equipment includes milk-record sheets, feed- 
ing tables and complete sets of books. 

“PRINTED” LETTERS PAY. 

Not only the dairyman, but every farmer 
who has an office, is interested in keeping 
up his correspondence and in having his 
records in legible form. As a result, hun- 
dreds and thousands of typewriters have 
been sold in the past few years to go to 
the farms. The old idea that technical 
training and years of practice are required 
to learn the operation of a typewriter has 
been long since exploded. Anyone can “‘pick 
up” the operation of a writing-machine sut- 
ficiently to handle everyday correspondence 
and the transeribimg of various records. 
And many a farmer nowadays, unable or 
unwilling to take up typewriting himeelf, 
buys a machine for the son or daughter 
to use and thus not only increases the ef- 
ficiency of his business, put furnishes an 
added inducement to the children to became 
interested in the farm and stay at home, be- 
sides giving them a basis future busi- 
ness success. 

The ttle folding writing ma- 
chines are going to the country in ever- 
Increasing numbers, being especially valu- 
able for the livestock herdsman or breeder 
who follows the show circuit. Second-hand 
or “rebuilt” typewriters find ready sale 
among the farm folk, and are frequently a 
better investment. than new machines. [If 
purchased from a reliable firm, they are sure 
to be of sufficient strength and reliability 
to stand up indefinitely under the moderate 
usage they are likely to receive in the farm- 
er’s office. The great difference in price be- 
tween new and “rebuilt” machines is a mat- 
ter worthy of consideration. The advan- 
tages of neat, legible, typewritten business 
letters are too well known to require ex-

the United States Food Administration, 
that of the billion dollar annual value of 
poultry products im this country, fully $750, 
000,000 is represented in eggs-—-just how 
Many dozen and individual eggs this “fin- 
gers,’ say at 30 cents per dozen, we will 
leave to the statistical fiends who read the 
Farm and Tractor Section. It gives em- 
phasis, however, to the fact that in poultry 
culture eggs are the dominant factor; in- 
deed, almost the whole thing. in the face 
of this, the fact is almost beyond belief that 
the waste on this product rung into the mil- 
lions annually, due to careless handling and 
unsanitary conditions on the farms where 
the bulk of our ben fruit is grown. It is 
Gstimated that $13,000,000 worth spoil in 
cold storage annually from cracks alone. 
Add to this the great shrinkage that takes 
place for want of proper houging and nest- 
ing; neglect in gathering tht eggs daily; 
carelessness in marketing at irregular in- 
tervals; improper storing on the farm; poor 
packing and transportation, etc., and you 
have a shrinkage in values and a ‘vaste 
that is really appalling. 

One thought comes uppermost in our 
mind in considering the situation, viz., since 
the bulk of the nation’s supply of eggs 
comes from the general farms of the Cen- 
tral West (the Mississippi Valley and its 
tributary territory) it naturally follows that 
the greater portion of this immense loss 
must be attribtued to the same source. For 
certain it is that it does not result on the 
exclusive egg farms, where every precau- 
tion must be exercised to render them 
profitable. Particularly is this true in Cali- 
fornia, where the egg farm has become a 
specialized industry that by thorough 
methods has reduced spoilage to a mini- 
mum. Now the tendency has been to in- 
crease poultry production on the general 
farm and by the so-called backlotters, 
which is not without its value as a means of 
increasing food production; but at best, 
poultry being an incidental under these con- 

* ditions, is it vot fair to assume that a cor- 
responcing waste will also result? To our 
Way of thinking, the specialty egg farmer 
who has the equipment and centers his 
enérgies on this one crop, can produce eggs 


of better quality and more economically |. 


‘ than the fellow who plays chickens on the 
side; besides, the specialist having his in- 
Vestment placed on egg production, will 

be more keenly alive to proper meth- 
ods of grading, packing, shipping, cold 
storaging and ultimate salesmanship. Under 
California conditions we believe that the 
ege farmer who is growing hens for eggs 
in commercial quantities is a larger and a 
better factor for increased food production 


than the fellow who grows hens “on the} 


side,” with the possible exception of the 
people who grow for family use only, and in

In no other State hag the egg attained 
the importance that it hag in California. On 
many poultry plants it ig considered the 
main crop; carcas§ being a mere incident. 
Its supremacy is attested by the fact that 
the egg-laying breeds are by far in the ma- 
jority, in some districts being fully 70 to 
80 per cent. of the whole. This being the 
fact, hen fruit naturally pays the freight. 
Possessing an annual value of over $35,000,- 
000, 70 per cent. of which represents the 
exclusive egg farmer, we are keenly alive 
to the importance of conserving, fostering 
and promoting commercial egg farming in 
this State; to do this, poultry culture must 
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Advertising the Egg. 

At the convention of the War Emergency 
National Poultry Federation, held in Chi- 
cago, July 17-18, there was presented an ad- 
dress indorsed by the Co-operative Poultry 


__| Associations, Breeders Society, the Ameri- 
+can Poultry Association of California, the 


breed specialty clubs, and individual breed- 
ers, from which we take the following 
paragraphs: “The economic results that 
are sure to follow an intelligent advertis- 
ing campaign, demonstrating the food value 
of eggs, are indeed momentous and of wide 
application. Limiting its influence alone to 
a single town, say with 500,000 population, 
if it resulted in the consumption of only one 
additional egg per day for every two per- 
sons of itg population, we would have an 
additional sale of not less than 250,000 eggs 
per day, or approximately 20,800 dozen or 
nearly 700 cases; cut this estimate in half, 
and allow only one additional egg for every 
four persons, and you will still have in. 
creased the consumption to an extent that 
will warrant a profitable market to the 
producer. Now this in no way adds to the 
cost of living, but it does enable the gov- 
ernment to conserve red meac and wheat 
for export, for as eggs become recognized 
and appreciated as a staple and ecynomic 
food they largely take the place of }beef, 
pork, mutton and wheat; the eleme food 
products demanded for our armies and the 
needy civil populations of Europe. Viewed 
in the light of these facts, the exploitation 
of eggs as a daily food and their much wider 
consumption, is not only an economy in our 
rural industrial life but a patriotic duty to 
which support is asked because degerving. 
By so doing we help sustain the poultry 
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industry, insure its future on a living basis, 
strengthen the government in its campaign 
for food conservation, serve a patriotic pur- 
pose, and conserve and protect an industry 
of vital importance to the winning of the 
war. The wider use of eggs appeals as 
forcibly to the consumer as to the producer, 
and is as acute in Maine ag it is in Calli- 
fornia. Since: costs of poultry feeds affect 
chiefly the poultry farmer, he is placed in a 
position where self-preservation demands 
that he increase the consumption of his 
product, by exploiting its food value in an 
intelligent appeal to the consumer; but few 
people realize that if bacon sells at 40 
cents per pound a dozen of fresh eggs 
weighing twenty-four to twenty-six ounces 
possesses a food value of 60 cents. This 
ratio will average with other meat products. 
When cost of preparation and waste are 
also considered, the egg has much in its 
favor. 

“These basic facts should be widely under- 
stood and appreciated by the general pub- 
li , until they are an increased demand for 
eggs is hardly possible. Breeders who rep- 
resent large investments in poulfry farms 
and those who operate in poultry products, 
should organize in their respective locali- 
ties and fmaugurate an educational cam- 
paign in the newspapers calling attention 
to the food value of eggs and table fowl. 
This publicity literature should be based on 
governmental food analysis, State expert- 
ment station and agricultural college bul- 
letins, and such other reliable authority as 
may be available. A broad-gauged and — 
sistent advertising campaign 
simultaneously througnout the country “os 
the local poultry co-operative assoctia- 
tions would result in an increased consump- 
tion of eggs that will put the business on 
a sound footing--remove it from the atmos- 
phere of doubt and apprehension to that of 
confidence and prosperity. Effective pub- 
licity is nothing more nor less than good 
salesmanship, and that is what the egg farm- 
ers must have for their product.” 

It will be observed that these sugges- 
tions are in complete accord with what has 
been advocated in these columns for a de- 
cade or more. Let us fervently hope and 
pray that the poultry breeders possess the 
enthusiasm, initiative and unity of action 
to put the idea into execution.

profit to diversify his farming and produce 
a larger-proportion of his feedstuffs on his 
own ground. 

“Every farmer who becomes interested in 
increasing and improving his farm poultry, 


poultry in the back yard, is going to buy 
stock, or eggs for hatching, or baby chicks. 
This should cause at least the normal de- 
mand for birds, eggs and chicks in the early 
part of the season and also stimulate de 
mand for pullets in the fall. 

“In many cases it would be to the ad- 
vantage of farmers undertaking to increase 
and improve their flocks to buy standard 
maleg of general purpose breeds because of 
the additional size and weight such males 
wil? give the chicks, to say nothing of the 
probable increase in egg production. From 
ene to two pounds extra weight can be put 
on the chicks from ordinary farm hens by 
using males of approximately standard 
weight of Rhode Island Reds and Wyan- 
dottes, Plymouth Rocks and Orpingtons.”

The Coming Poultry Shows. 

One of the ericouraging signs of the times 
is the continual interest that is being mani- 
fested in poultry exhibitions. Though feed 
may rule high, and the breeders’ profits be 


correspondingly reduced, the fancier spirit 
shows to abatement in its enthusiasm for 
the poultry show. The usual lists are al- 
ready announced in California, the two 
leads being the fixture of the State Fair at 
Sacramento and that to be given in conjunc- 
tion with the Liberty Fair in Los Angeles. 
In addition, there will also be shows in con- 
nection with the district fairs, one of the 
first of which will be at Riverside. The 
regular winter shows will follow; of which 
Los Angeles will have two this season: that 
of the Breeders’ Association and that of the 
newly reorganized Los Angeles Poultry As- 
sociation. The. continuance of poultry 
shows during the period of the war is justi- 
fied: it has been the breeders of exhibition 
fowls who have been the.leaders in promot- 
ing the welfare of the poultry industry and 
who have been willing to give their time 
and efforts in working for increased produc- 
tion. Poultry shows afford an opportunity 
yfor interesting individuals in poultry keep- 
ing and have served ag effective centers 


paign for increased poultry production. 
The way to sustain the industry is to 

widen its horizon by popularizing its prod- 

ucts, be they breeding specimens, day-old- 


plain eggs. A well conducted poultry show 
tends in the right direction, and hence 
merits public consideration and support. 


“At this time and until the war is fin- 
ished,” declares the Northwest Poultry 
Journal, “we must look to what is neces- 
sary and not to what we would like to do, 
or to what will make us money. It is 
not a time to ask, every time a movement 
comes our way. “Will it make me money?

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS. 


HITTIER.—That a citrus by-products 
W plant may soon be in operation here 

now seems a certainty. C. F. Day 
and R. M. Russell have selected a site in 
the west end of town near the ice plant, 
where they will soon start a factory to take 
care of cull citrus fruits, making citric 
acid. Whittier was selected for the plant 
on account of its large citrus production 
and also for its cheap and adequate fuel 
and good freight rates. The promoters 
state that the factory should soon be turn- 
ing out 500 pounds of citrus crystals daily. 


VENTURA.—The question of controlling 
morning-glory has been a very serious one 
for Ventura county and a practical control 
of this pest would mean thousands of dol- 
lars to the county’s growers. For some 
years experiments have been conducted by 
the use of chemicals in the control of the 
pest, by Prof. George P. Gray of the Uni- 
versity of California insecticide laboratory. 
Some of his experiments have been very 
suc. cssful, and he is looking forward to 
more extensive experiments that this weed 
may come under control. A series of lec- 
tures have been arranged to be held in the 
county during this month, when plans for 
demonstration work for the coming fall and 
winter months will also be discussed. Prof. 


Gray’s lectures will be held at Saticoy, 


Mound and Oxnard. 

TULARE.—Total business of the Tulare 
Co-operative Poultry Association for the 
month of June was $19,976.64, according to 
the detailed report made to the board of 
directors, a slizht falling off as compared 
with May, although slightly more than for 
- the same period of last year. A semiannual 
report filed at the same time showed the 
total volume of business for the first six 
months of 1918 to have reached $132,415, or 
an ave’ «ge of more than $22,000 per month, 


$ANTA ANA*®—-This week witnessed the 
production of at least three upusual specl- 
mens from iocal farms. E. E. Cooley showed 


a staik-of Hickory King corn fourteen feet 
high, with three large ears of corn. He 


says if gas, coal and wood keep mounting 
in price he can grow this corn and cut it 
into lengths for cord wood. J, H. Roches- 
ter of Harper brought in a freak turnip. It 
was three feet, five inches in circumference 
and weighed ten pounds. Fred Hausaver 
of No. 612 East Sixth street produced an 
immense sunflower stalk eleven feet, seven 
inches high, the flower being three feet, 
three inches in circumference. Some-en- 
terprising person counted 1460 seeds in the 
blossom before he became tired and quit. 


PORTERVILLB, — Arrangements have 
been completed by the directorate of the 
Farm Bureau for the employment during the 
next year or more of Dr. Kelly of the Uni- 
versity of California to have charge of a 
series of experiments in fertilization, irri- 
gation and general culture of citrus groves. 
Dr. Kelly will have a corps of assistants of 
his own selection. During the past two 
years it has become evident that orchard 
practice as developed in the State Expert- 
ment Station at Riverside was of only in- 
cidental value to the growers here because 
of the divergence in soil and climate. Dr. 
Kelly’s expenses will be met jointly by the 
University of California and the orange 
growers of this county. 


BURBANK.—J. W. Fawkes has a force of 
men at work at his place drying about twen- 
ty-five tons of apricots grown in his own 
orchard. Mr. Fawkes has a_ blackberry 
patch 150 by 51 feet that he says will yield 
3000 pounds of berries this season, the crop 
netting him $150 at 5 cents per pound. He 
has already sold his walnuts at 18% cents 
a pound, orchard run, f.o.b., Burbank. The 
walnuts were free from black spots and 
exceptionally large.

the total valuation to be $33,062,545.

Under the head of crop acreages, the re- 
port shows the following comparative 
figures: Wheat, 9050 (2937 in 1917;) oats, 
664 (265 in 1917;) barley, 69,761 (60,658 in 
1917;) milo maize, 81,648 (79,936 in 1917:) 
Sudan grass, 1055 (500 in Y1917:) water- 
melons, 1475 (1285 in 1917.) The Assessor 
found that the alfalfa acreage had decreased 
from 99,123 in 1917, f 98,274 this year and 
that cotton had dropped in acreage from 
83,735 last year to 77,216 this. Cantaloupes 
were last year grown on 14,765 acres, while 
this year the report shows the acreage at 
12,214. The number of fig trees increased 
during the year from 6605 to 8260 and prac- 
tically all fruit trees show a steady increase, 
including dates, with 300 palms over last sea- 
son. 


Most of the data on the crop acreage was 
obtained early jn the spring and for this rea- 


son is not found to be accurate at this time. 
Practically all the land on which barley was 
growing in March, is, under the plan of ac- 
tion in Imperial county, replanted to milo 
maize for a second summer crop, which 
gives a total‘acreage in milo of practicall¥ 
150,000. Much of the cantaloupe land is 
also expected to be planted to milo or beans 
this month at the request of the Food Ad- 
ministration. 

Under the head of live stock, the report 
indicates a notable decrease in number of 
animals as follows: Cattle, decreased from 
77,143 to 59,622; hogs from 59,002 to 34,194; 
mules from 3560 to 2292: sheep from 49,596 
te 47,173: horses, from 11.270 to 11,222. 
Many horses and mules have been sold ‘to 
the government during the last year. Al- 
though a decrease is shown in cattle, hogs 
and sheep on March 1, the past winter 
showed many thousand more of these ani- 
mals feeding in Imperial county, as they 
had been brought from all sections of the 
Southwest. Poultry decreased from 10,630 
dozen-to 9920 dozen and bees, from 12,465 
ec"onleg to 11,866 colonies. The number of 
automobiles increased from 2024 to 2982 and 
it is estimated that with the new cars 
bought following the harvest this summer 


his deputies and inspectors, show that this 
year there are but 1200 acres of citrus or- 
chards which will require attention, as com- 
pared with 4060 acres last year. From the 
same reports it is indicated that the orange 
production for Tulare county as a whole 
this year will be about 50 per cent. normal, 
although in some districts a good crop is in 
prospect. 


. BAST HIGHLAND.—Claims that some of 


the fruit growers have been making capital 
of the government's appeal to housewives 


to can more fruit this year than ever before 
in raising prices, sometimes 50 per cent., 
are being investigated in this section. A 
report may be made to the Food Adminis- 
tration showing that the growers are dis- 
couraging the people from canning fruit and 
vegetables. It is claimed that this year $2 
to $2.75 a crate was asked for blackberries 
and strawberries and that none would be 
sold under this price. This is just about 
twice as much as usual and the crop was 
heavy. The apricot and peach growers have 
met with some trouble, however, for, al- 
though they started out by asking three and 
four cents a pound on the trees, they are 
glad to get rid of the fruit for much less. 
The canneries did not come through with 
the high tonnage price expected by the 
growers and a good deal of the fruit must 
be sold out to individuals, In spite of 
these difficulties, the people are doing their 
bit by canning all the fruit for which cans 
and sugar can be obtained. 
GLENDALE.—vespite the garden move- 
ment and the efforts of the Vacant Lot Pro- 
ducers’ Association, reports have been made 
by the city manager of 2889 vacant lots 
within the city of Glendale which have had 
to be posted with notices to destroy weeds. 
This waste land represents an area of 660 
acres and is in addition to 3244 parkways 
that have been reported as weedy. These 
parkways, grovym to useless plants, would, 
according to Mr. Watson, line a road on 
both sides for a distance of fifteen miles. 


A total of 3979 lots, however, have this year 
been planted to various food crops, Of 
this number 2338 are devoted to mfscella- 
neous garden iruck, 216 lots to beans, 383 
lots to corn, 347 Jots to forage. In addition 
to these war garden activities 1850 lots are 
Planted to fruit of some kind, 421 being in 
grapes. In this summing up of the effects 
actually resulting from the governmental 
appeal for food production it was discovered 
that good intentions went astray in sixty- 
two cases where lots were cleaned in prep- 


aration for planting, but were not put under 
cultivation. 


VAN NUYS.—A potato crop on a five 


and-one-half-acre plot, planted, cared for . 


and marketed under school supervision at 
the Van Nuys High School, where R. W. 
Merrick is head of the agricultural depart- 
ment, brought in a total of $719.62, realized 


from the sale of the 54,935 pounds of first- - 


grade potatoes and the 8600 pounds of culls 
for hog feed raised by the boys handling 
the project. The increase of product over 
seed -planted was 12 to 1. 

These two boys Gregory Hitchcock and 
Baldwin Baker; were_paid for the time they 
spent on the plot and were allowed 10 per 
cent of the net profit after the paying of all 
other expenses, which included the hiring 
of others of the school boys. Mr. Merrick 
feels that the practical success of this and: 
similar school agricultural projects give ex- 
cellent business training as well as educa- 
tional food production experience. He re- 
ports also a fertilization demonstration in 
which: forty-two and one-half sacks of pota- 
toes were taken from a quarter-acre plot, 
which thus yielded at the rate of 170 sacks 
to the acre. Henderson bush limas have 
been planted on these potato plots in order 
greatly to increase the food production by 
double cropping. Mr. Merrick will have 
supervision of the agricultural work carried 
on throughout the summer months.

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TEPARY BEAN YIELD DOUBLED 
BY INTELLIGENT IRRIGATION. 


By Robert W. Hodgson, Assistant Farm Adviser Log Angeles County.

LTHOUGH the White Tepary bean is 
the most drought-resistan. variety 
grown in California and, therefore, the 

best variety for planting in dry, hot districts, 
and for dry soils and seasons, it should be 
irrigated where water is available. Dry- 
farmed Teparies may be expected to yield 
1200-1500 pounds per acre and under favor- 
able conditions;may even yield as much as 
a ton to the acre, but with irrigation, yields 
of two tons or even better are not unusual. 
There is a tendency on the part of farmers 
quite generally to be satisfied with a yield 
far short of what may be obtained by the 
— practices, especfally if such practices 

volve additional expense and labor. It is 
quite true that labor is scarce and expen- 
sive; nevertheless, when the expenditure of 
a little money for water may be expected to 
double the yield, it would seem foolish, even 
negligent, not to buy it. 

During the period before the vines come 
into bloom, the aim of the bean grower 
should be to provide conditions favorable to 
the development of large vines with a large 
bearing surface in order to set the largest 
possible number of pods. The principal fac- 
tor determining the size of the vine and con- 
sequently its bearing capacity in most cases, 
and especially under dry-farm conditions, is 
the amount of water available to the plants. 

The writer has recently observed several 


cases in the San Fernando Valley where one |, 


part of the field was irrigated and the other 
not, the beans being planted at the same 
time. In the irrigated field the vines are now 
running together and thoroughly cover the 
ground: in the dry-farmed field the plants 


lack a good deal of interlapping as yet. The’

paring the land for irrigation and the work 
incident to applying the water is about $5 
per acre, mating a total of $8 per acre for 
an irrigation. At 8 tents a pound the irri- 
xated fleld would have to gield 100 pounds 
additional to pay for the irrigation. Let us 
suppose that the yield is half again as much 
as on the dry-farmed field which yields 1200 
pounds, or 1800 pounds. One hundred 
pounds of the yield pays for the irrigation, 
leaving 500 pounds clear gain or $40 if sold 
at 8 cents. 

In irrigating beans, however, a few cau- 
tions should be borne in mind. Water in 
contact with beans during hot weather is 
very injurious to most varieties. Therefore, 
flooding in basins cannot be practiced. The 
‘best method is to irrigate in broad, shallow 
trenches between the rows, using small 
streams of water run until the soil has been 
well moistened about the roots of the plants. 
On soils of medium texture, one or two 
three-acre-inch applications should suffice to 
greatly increase the yield. 

Each irrigation, excepting perhaps the last 
one, should be followed by a thorough culti- 
vation, and, if necessary, a hand-hoeing, to 
prevent the crusting and baking of the soil 
about the roots.

Should lice become troublesome, he walks 
over to hig oiling post, by means of which 
he can cover himself with a pleasantly aro- 
matic and very efficacious mixture of crude 
oil and disinfectant. 
His daily plunge is taken in a cement 
tank, supplied with running water by an au- 
tomatic, self-oiling windmill, and he lies in 
the warm sun on the cement floor of his 
pen to dry himself. 
His slop is taken from a sanitary, self- 
cleaning steel trough, and an aiitomatic ven- 
tilating system supplies his quarters with 
pure air.

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| THE AVERAGE LIFE 
OF THE TRACTOR. 


The average life of a farm tractor is from 
seven and one-half to eight years, accord: 
ing to estimates furnished by over 600 ex- 


perienced tractor owners on representative 
corn-belt farms in Ilinois. This is brought 
out in a study conducted in 1917 and the 
epring of 1918 by the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture, a report of which is 
published in Farmers’ Balletin No. 963. The 
reports of the tractor owners show that the 
outite are used om an average of forty-five 
days per year. 

While at first glance this may appear low, 
when it is remembered that on farms where 
horses do all the work they are used on an 
average of only about 100 days annually, it 
will be seen that where both horses and 
tractor are used, even though the number 


en 

ey. of horses is somewhat re@uced, the machine 

ae need not be expected to have employment 
for a8 many days annually as did the horses. 

to The horses kept will still do some of the 


work, which will, of course, decrease the 
) amount to be done by the tractor. A con- 
siderable percentage of the 100 days’ work 
done by horses represents odd jobs for 
which the tractor can not be used to advan- 
tage. Even if the mach were to do all 
the work formerly done the horses, it 
would not normally be employed 100 days 
per RS ge inasmuch as it does the work more 
rap 

It should be borne in mind, says the bwl- 
letin, that practically all farm operations 
must be carried on within limfted periods, 
and that between these seasons there will 
often be no field work which the tractor 
can do, either on the home farm or for neigh- 
bors. The fact that weather and soil con- 
ditions are such as to permit field work with 
a tractor does not necessarily mean that 
there is such work to be done. Farm man- 
agement plays an hmportant part In organiz- 
ing the farm so as to provide profitable em- 
ployment for the tractor during as many 
days as possible. Such organization in- 
volves the planning of a crop rotation which 
will furnish a large amount of work which 
it can do, the elimination of as many horses 
as desirable, and the distribution of the 
work over a long period. However, the ro- 
tation should include only such crops as can 
be grown profitably in that particular séc-
